WASHINGTON (UPI) - US com- 


mandos raided a North Vietnam POW 
camp in 1970 despite report!, it was 
empty and killed 100 to 200 Russian or 
Chinese troops In a battle that erupted 
when many raiders hit the wrong tar- 
get according to the author of a new 
book 


Benjamin Schemmcr author of a 


forthcoming book titled ' The Raid ' 
said Defense Secretary Melvin Laird 
and other officials ignored intelligence 
reports that Son Tay camp had been 
evacuated and launched the Nov 21 
1970. raid anyway becau.sc aeril pho- 
tos suggested someone might still be 
there 


Schommer, who said he interviewed 


men who took part in the raid, POWs 
and Intelligence sources, said none of 
the volunteer commandos knew the 
camp might be empty and, in any 
event, most of them were landed by 
helicopter at a heavily guarded an- 
tiaircraft training school 600 yards 
away 


"The largest part of the raiding 


force landed there by mistake and 
killed 100 to 200 Russian or Chinese 
troop* in a preemptive strike that left 
the school — the raid's ground com- 
mander told me — 'blazing like a ro- 
man candle,' " Schemmcr told UPI 


He said the commandos in the heat 


of the battle could not tell positively 
whether their opponents were Rus- 
sians or Chinese 


The other raiders, he said broke 


down every door in the deserted POW 
camp 23 miles west of Hanoi only to 
find no one there 


Laird announced the raid in a Nov

Lack of blood for hospitals feared

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we ve been calling in donors 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend ' said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center in 
Northbrook which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect We're that concerned," he 
said 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS o( calls for 


help from around the Chicago area " 
Connor said "We afe trying to help 
them out especially when it's a life or 
death situation " 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6,

a special tax district, using it for a 
massive redevelopment in the central 
business district that included the con- 
struction of a mall and parking ga- 
rage 


Evanston has created three special 


tax districts, Siegel said 


THE LEGAL PROCEDLRE for es- 


tablishing a special tax district re- 
quires that after a village board 
adopts an ordinance creating the dis- 
trict a public hearing must be held 
within 60 days Notices of the hearing 
must be sent to all property owners in 
the district The notices must give the 
maximum tax rate and the maximum 
number of years the tax will be le\- 
led Siegel said 


A public heai ing ako is required be- 


fore bonds can be issued The two 
public hearings can be held on the 
same date he said 


If a petition is filed within 30 days 


after either public hearing by 51 per 
cent of the taxpayers opposing either 
the creation of the district or the is- 
suance of the bonds then the project 
does not go forward and cannot be 
resurrected for two years," Siegel 
said

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wants to terminate a prcgsancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent 


The opinion was wntten by Justice 


Harry A Blnckmun, who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E 
Burger and Justices Byron R White 
William H Rehnquist and John Paul 
Stex ens dissenting 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to T on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
Haying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by cwing 
the husband ' veto power" over hav- 
ing children 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient s 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit" 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develoment of the fetus 
she us carrying 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society " 


But he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 


will be achieved by giving the 


husband a Veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all" 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life " 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en " Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans to "cry out" against it 


But Atty Roy Locas of Washington, 


who argued a Massachusetts case in- 
volving unwed minors, said the deci- 
sion should eliminate many efforts to 
circumvent the 1973 ruling

Daley calls suburban RTA 
budget vote guerrilla tactic 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Mayor Richard 


Daley Thursday accused the four sub- 
urban RTA board members of "guer- 
rilla warfare" for their refusal to ap- 
prove the agency's fiscal 1977 budget. 


Even if the suburban members suc- 


ceed in their efforts to get RTA Chair- 
man Milton Pikarsky to resign, Daley 
said their track record would make it 
difficult to find a transportation ex- 
pert willing to take the job. 


Daley said he still support Pikarsky 


but added, "Nothing is unalterable. 
But I don't think a man should be re- 
moved unless you pinpoint" good rea- 
sons for firing him. 


Wednesday the four suburban board 


members made good on repeated 


threats to vote against the proposed 
budget as long as Pikarsky remains 
chairman. 


The budget, which would have gone 


into effect Thursday, needed six votes 
to pass, but it got only 5 from 
Pikarsky and the four Chicago board 
members. 


THE FAILURE to pass a budget 


means that public transportation com- 
panies in the six-county Chicago area 
will probably not receive their normal 
RTA subsidies on time. Chicago 
Transportation Authority spokesmen 
said the CTA could go six to eight' 
weeks without RTA monies, but many 
suburb-serving companies had a dif- 
ferent story.

23. 1970, news conference, saying 
there had been no serious U.S. casu- 
alties and that Prsident Richard Nix- 
on approved the raid as a means of 
saving U.S. prisoners from dying in 
captivity. 


According to Schcmmer, 56 Green 


Beret volunteers flew In by helicopter 
from Thailand on a 300-mile, ground 
hugging course without navigation 
lights 


He said they expected to encounter 


North Vietnamese guards at Son Tay 
but not the well armed foreigners at 
the neighboring school, and that a 
five-minute fircfight ensued when 
most of the party landed there. 


Neither Laird nor any other U.S. of- 


ficial mentioned any engagement with 
Soviet or Chinese troops and no offi- 
cial has admitted publicly there was 
advance information the camp was 
empty. 


"A handful of officials — but none 


of the riders — knew (the prison) had 
been emptied almost 4-% months ear- 
lier,'' Schemmer said. 


Son Tay had held 60 to 70 American 


POWs as one of North Vietnam's scat- 
tered, cramped prison compounds, 
but Schemmer said the POWs had 
been removed July 14 because of 
flooding. 


He said U.S. intelligence photos 


"showed the camp to be increasingly 


inactive and empty." 


About 18 hours before the raid, he 


said — after Laird had sent the "red 
rocket" message giving the go-ahead 
— U.S. intelligence got from a care- 
fully cultivated 
North Vietnamese 


source the information that Son Tay 
was empty. 


Laird was told, Schemmer said, but 


chose to launch the raid anyway be- 
cause infrared sensors on an SR71 re- 
connasance plane "flying at above 


80,000 feet and over three times the 
speed of sound showed that someone 
was back in the prison.'' 


Schemmer 
said 
many returned 


POWs supported that view because 
the raid was a tremendous morale 
booster for captured GIs. 


After the raid, Schemmer said, the 


prisoners were collected from scat- 
tered camps where poor conditions ex- 
isted and housed on the island com- 
pound that came to be known as ''the

Israel bows to skyjackers 


eye release of prisoners 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) — Pro-Pa- 


lestinian hijackers released another 
100 hostages Thursday, but held more 
than 100 Jewish passengers and Air 
France crewmen at gunpoint at the 
Entebbe, Uganda, airport. They said 
Israel was responsible for their fate. 


The Israeli government, in the face 


of emotional pleas in Tel Aviv by the 
hostages' families, bowed to the hiji- 
c k e r s' demands and empowered 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin to 
iiggotiate the release of 40 guerrillas 
in Israeli jails. 


Israel's stated policy has been no 


negotiation with hijackers since it did 
so in 1968 and 1969. 


The hijackers also extended by 


three days — until 6 a m. CDT Sunday 
— an earlier deadline they set for re- 
leasing 53 so-called "freedom fiRht- 
c r s ' ' in Israel, West Germany, 
France, Switzerland and Kenya Is- 
rael held 40 of the militants on the 
hijackers' list. 


The gunmen hijacked the wide-bod- 


ied Air France jetliner Sunday en 
route to Paris from Tel Aviv and 
threatened to blow up the plane and 


kill all of their hostages unless their 
demands were met. 


The terrorists released 48 passen- 


gers, including two Americans and an 
ailing Israeli woman Wednesday. 


Ugandan President Idi Amin, per- 


sonally conducting round-the-clock ne- 
gotiations that have dragged on for 
five days, "thanked the PFLP (Popu- 
lar Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine) very much" for the latest re- 
lease, Uganda radio reported. 


A PFLP spokesman in Beirut has 


denied any connection with the hija- 
ckers. 


Tho latest release left more than 100 


hostages still held by the hijackers at 
Entebbe airport, about 20 miles from 
Kampala. 


The hijackers said they were hold- 


ing Israeli hostages, persons of dual 
nationality — presumably nonlsraeli 
Jews — and the 12-man Air France 
crew. 


The release followed a decision by 


the Israeli government to open nego- 
tiations on the demands for freedom 
for the 40 guerrillas imprisoned in Is- 
rael. 


"We insist on the fact that we want 


the release of all — we repeat all — 
the hostages," an Israeli embassy 
spokesman said in Paris. "We also in- 
sist on the fact that Israel would be 
ready to exchange some — we repeat 
some — of the prisoners it holds." 


The Israeli cabinet authorized a 


ministerial team to open negotiations 
through France which has an embas- 
sy in Uganda. 


The terrorists warned if Israel did 


not meet their demand by Sunday, 
then they "will deal with the remain- 
ing hostages accordingly." 


"It is Israel which will be held re- 


sponsible," they said. 


Among the 40 imprisoned in Israel 


are Kozo Okamoto, the sole survivor 
of the Japanese Red Army gang who 
carried out the Lod airport massacre 
in May 1972. He is serving a life sen- 
tence. 


The hijackers also are demanding 


the release of Greek Archbishop Hila- 
rion Capucci, jailed two years ago for 
smuggling guns to Palestinian guer- 
rillas.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House 


subcommittee Thursday rejected a 
bill to protect vaccine manufacturers 
against certain legal claims — a 
serious roadblock to President Ford's 
campaign to inoculate every Ameri- 
can against swine flu.

Arab troops fail to find Beirut peace 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — The 


Arab League sent two heavily ar- 
mored battalions of 
peacekeeping 


troops into Beirut Thursday, but in- 
stead of the cease-fire they hoped to 
enforce there was a new onslaught by 
Christian militiamen on a Palestinian 
refugee camp.

Smooth Viking I landing site chosen 


PASADENIA. Calif. (UPI) - Proj- 


ect leaders Thursday scheduled Vik- 
ing 1 for a Mars landing at 5 a.m. 
CDT July 17 on a relatively flat plain 
about ISO miles northwest of Ha origi- 
nal target. There is a slim chance of 
finding water in the region. 


James Martin, project director, said 


it was decided to move to the new 
landing area because photographs 
taken from orbit revealed the original 
Fourth of July landing site was too 
dangerous with craters, knobs and 
steep slopes. 


He said the new target area, called 


the northest territory, was at the end 
of an apparent ancient river system 
where water may once have been 
very shallow. It is smoother and 
more lightly cratered than other sites 
examined. 


Harold Masursky, a geologist and

"This is very attractive from a 


standpoint of (finding) life and also 


from geology," Masursky said at a 
news conference. 


Dr. James Fletcher, administrator 


of the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, made the announce- 
ment of the landing site and probable 
date at the Viking control center at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


"Mars was a lot different planet 


than we thought it would be," he said. 


"By a combination of intuition, wise 


judgment and a little bit of luck, we 
found a site close by that exceeded all 
expectations."

Illinois briefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U.S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion law, ;in American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty, Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local court will strike 
down nil provisions of Illinois' law which are identical to the Mis- 
souri luw. She said the Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent before getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age IB 
must have consent of one parent. The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method. All those provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There ore some major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which is completely different from that in the 
Missouri law. A preface to the' Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal.

The advanced program consists of 


teaching the participants, all of whom 
arc special education students, the 
skills they need to camp and survive 
in the woods. Again, each obstacle, 
such as a rope walk and a lake cross- 
ing, calls for team work and trust. 


"They have to rely on each other to 


survive," Ms. Viskupski said. 


Staff members, many of whom have 


Army or Maine training, supervise all 
phases of the program, although they 
never tell the groups how a task 
should be completed, 


"We explain something to them and 


tell them 'go ahead,' " said program 
coordinator Merry Konetshny. Many 
times things don't work the way 
they're supposed to, but, "After the 
frustration there's the feeling you're 
really doing something," Viskupski 
said. 


J O H N GORMAN, who's going 


through the program for a second 
year, said when he first started, "I 
thought we were all crazy." 


Gorman said he enjoys the program

STEIGERWALD said an indirect

Get to know the kids while 
letting tlicm know the established lim- 
its, he said. 


The rules arc simple, he said. No 


drugs' or alcohol, no destruction of 
property and the park closes at 11 
p.m. Simple and easy to understand. 


"We let them know that they are

But, once 
they've finished the program, they've 
learned to reach out to another per- 
son. When your life literally depends 
on group cooperation, there is no 
choice," Konetshny said. "The experi- 
ence helps you grow up, fast."

The most common complaint from 


northsidc businessmen is that the first 
parking garage is to be built on a site

streets, which is south of the railway 
tracks. They do not want to pay for 
that garage because it will not help 
them 


The northsidc businessmen react 


skeptically to the promise from Bett- 
man's committee that land will be 
acquired on the northsidc and a park- 
ing garage will be built there as soon 
M the first one is completed. 


"That's a weak promise. They're 


throwing us little scraps," said Frank 
J Psota. a dentist with offices on the 
northsidc at 106 N. Evergreen Avc. 


Other business owners, from both 


sides of the tracks, have questioned 
the need for parking garages, saying 
there to a parking problem only on 
Saturday*. At some location*, on- 
strect parking spots are tied up by 
merchants and their employes who 
"feed the meters" all day. 


"AT 5 CENTS AN hour, it's cheaper 


than paying SO cents for the whole day 
m a commuter lot," said one busi- 
nessman. who asked to remain un- 


V i l l a g e Planner Joseph Kesler 


agrees that there is no need for a 
parking garage in the downtown area. 
"But if we have one restaurant come 
in, we will have a parking deficiency. 
Right now, we have just the right 
amount," Kesler said 


The special downtown

ments committee believes that the 
construction of a parking garage will

Heights. That has been the primary 
goal for the committee: to increase 
the village's tax base by attracting 
shoppers to the central business dis- 
trict. 


The district now contributes only 1.3 


per cent of the village's assessed 
valuation, instead of the 10 per cent 
that average business districts in oth- 
er communities contribute, village of- 
ficials contend. 


"They arc working on a false prem- 


ise that the CBD should bring so 
much with they have encouraged the 
development of other small areas," 
Psota said. 


Paota and Goebbert believe that the 


proposed improvements are opposed 
by almost all of the northsidc busi- 
nessmen and also many southside 
businessmen. 


According to village statistics, only 


38 per cent of the downtown business- 
es are on the north side of the railway 
tracks. If the village board approves 
the creation of a special tax district to 
pay for the downtown improvements, 


51 per cent of the businessmen must 
file objections to block its crea- 
tion, according to Village Atty. Jack 
Siegel. 


"WHY SHOULD WE pay for some- 


thing that will only provide profit for 
others," Psota said. 


The only persons who will benefit 


from the parking garage on the south 
side are major landowners there who 
have development plans that are de- 
pendent on it, he said. "The village 
shouldn't provide them with the park- 
ing they'll need," he said. 


"At every meeting, the major thing 


has been to get a parking garage on 
the south side. Other efforts by some 
committee members always have 
been harpooned to come back to one 
basic issue: a parking garage on the 
south side," Psota said. 


If parking garages are needed, they 


shotild be privately developed and op- 
erated, Psota said 


Kesler agrees that a parking garage 


alone will not rejuvenate the down- 
town business district. 


"We must have a total com- 


prehensive project One garage will 
not cure our problems. That is the 
way to failure, because a garage by 
itself is not going to attract shop- 
pers," Kesler said. 


But he is confident that a project 


that includes parking garages and 
malls will encourage developers to 
build retail stores in the central busi- 
ness district. 


Kesler is in favor of building a tem- 


porary, experimental mall to test the 
reactions of merchants and shoppers. 


"We shouldn't do something they 


don't want," he said.

Once a court finds, however, 


that segregation is part of an of- 
ficial pattern, we see no merit in

cate the efforts of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare and the individual state 
boards of education. 


We do not believe more money

are disturbed by its timing. The 
President has, from time to 
time, criticized the courts in 
desegregation cases.

WASHINGTON — (LENS) — Amer- 


ica will spend less in real terms on 
scientific research and development 
this year than it did a decade ago. 


Both the federal government and 


private enterprise, anxious to save on 
their budgets, have cut back the sums 
available for new scientific research. 
It is a paring that is likely to put a 
limit on the longevity of the economic 
recovery and to rob the I98l)s of the 
scientific advance that characterized 
the 1960s. 


The figures are still large. America's 


overall spending on research and de- 
velopment will be about $38 billion 
this fiscal year; $21 billion will come 
from the federal government, hall of 
it earmarked for the Department 
of Defense, which will be spending 
more on research and development 
defense budget. But the effort is 
nonetheless smaller than it was in the 
mid-1960s when the space program 
was at full tilt. 


At that time 12 per cent of the fed- 


eral budget and altogether 3 per cent 
of America's GNP was devoted to sci- 
entific research and development. 
This year only 2.2 per cent of the 
country's wealth will be spent on re- 
search and federal fund;; for science 
will be only 6 per cent of the budget. 
Private industry has over the past 
decade been bridging some of the 
shortfall in federal funds, although the 
recent recession has made this diffi- 
cult. 


THE UNIVERSITIES have been 


hard hit by the 10-year standstill in 
the real value of research funds. This 
year about $3.5 billion will be spent on 
academic research with about $2.1 bil- 
lion coming from the federal govern- 
ment. 


But a budget cut for the Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare means that less money will be 
filtering through for research at medi- 
cal schools. There will also be a rela- 
tive drop in funds for the pure scien- 
ces, particularly physics and math- 
ematics, with the result that by 19S5 
there are likely to be 60 per cent few- 
er Ph.D. graduates in these fields 
than in 1974. 


The federal government's funds are 


being tunneled increasingly into in- 
dustry, which will get about $9.6 bil- 
lion in development work this year, a 
record sum. This money will come 
largely from the Department of De-

For the first time in a decade the 


National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration is getting a significant 
increase, most of which will be spent 
with industry, to develop its space 
shuttle program. It was the huge 
sums that NASA spent in the space 
race of the 1960s that led to a mass of 
new scientific developments, many of 
which were quickly turned to com- 
mercial use. 


Pocket communities of great wealth 


sprang up, living off federal research 
funds. The most prominent of these 
were clustered in southern California, 
outside Boston around Route 128 and 
near the NASA installations in Flor- 
ida and Texas. This concentrated ge- 
ographical distribution of research 


funds has been only partly eroded in 
the past few years. 


CALIFORNIA STILL receives a gi- 


ant 24 per cent slice of the federal 
funds available for research and de- 
velopment; nearly all of this money 
— more than $4 billion in 1974 — 
comes from the Department of De- 
fense and NASA. The majority of it is 
spent with industry. Next come Mary- 
land and Massachusetts, where the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
cornered $84 million of research and 
development work last year, and 
next-door Harvard a further $64 mil- 
lion. 


But unless either the administration 


o" private enterprise decides to ear- 
riark more for research and devel- 
opment these communities will be 
by-passed in the economic recovery, a 
mistake that will show before the dec- 
ade is out.

Heating oil controls 
end, prices to rise 


Price controls on heating oil expired Thursday and it could mean 


a sharp rise In the costs of keeping homes warm next winter. 
Heating oil will rise 8 cents a gallon, predicted Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., who said he expects the Ford administration to 
follow up with a move to remove gasoline price controls. The Feder- 
al Energy Administration contends decontrol will increase heating 
oil prices little more than a penny or two a gallon. The Ford 
administration has favored removal of price controls on petroleum 
products as a means of stimulating oil exploration and production. 


Lawmakers hike minimum wage 
The Illinois General Assembly has passed legislation which would 


hike the state minimum wage to $2.30 an hour starting Jan. 1. The 
bill would cover about 200,000 adult Illinois workers. The hill would 
require that adults be paid $2.20 beginning July 1 and increase the 
minimum to $2.30 on the first of next year. Teenagers under 18 
would be paid $1.75 beginning July 1 and jump to $1.95 on Jan. 1. 


$500 million loaned New York 
The federal government Thursday loaned $500 million to New 


York City to avert default this week and recommended more cuts 
in the city's spending, an end to rent controls and income tax 
reform. The loan was contingent on New York adopting by July 31 
a plan to reduce spending by $135 million in the fiscal period that 
began Thursday. The first $50 million in cuts must be implemented 
by Aug. 15. Six members of the House said they were "shocked and 
dismayed" by the loan and demanded an investigation of New 
York's finances.

Gasoline prices rose 2 cents a gallon during June, the American

tions across the country and pegged the national average at 61.1 
cents for n gallon of regular gasoline, 63.2 cents for unleaded and 
65.2 for premium.

of the delay, assuming that you do 
have to vacate your current home by 
that date. Of course, if you can make 
an arrangement with your buyer to 
extend his occupancy date, that can 
alleviate the problem somewhat. It's 
worth asking about, but don't bank on 
it. 


If your builder goes along with a 


penalty clause, he probably will limit 
it only to matters that are directly 
within his control. He might exclude 
delays caused by strikes, so-called 
acts of God (violent weather and so 
forth), delays in delivery of custo- 
mized materials that you have or- 
dered, and delays caused by change 
orders that you request. 


In other words, a lot of the reasons 


for possible delay may rest on your 
own shoulders, and it would be diffi- 
cult to hold the builder responsible. 
For example, if during the course of 
construction you decide to alter some 
room sizes, or install a special wallpa- 
per, that could show things down con- 
siderably. The burden is on you, in 
these respects, to make all of your 
decisions at the earliest possible date. 
Make last-minute changes at your 
own risk, if you want to meet the 
deadline. 


A N O T H E R POSSIBLE problem 


area can arise when the financing ar- 
rangements are not completed as you 
anticipated. Rather than two weeks, 
they could drag on for four or six 
weeks. In addition to your obtaining 
your mortgage, the builder has to ob- 
tain his construction financing. Many 
builders can do this through a phone 
call to their banker. But others may 
have to go through some extended 
proceedings. Any delay in this area 
can push up the final completion date. 
Keep on top of the progress regarding 
the financing arrangements,and make 
your own plans accordingly. 


The builder might meet his deadline 


by "substantially" completing the job. 
The house might be livable, but lack- 
ing in a lot of interior finishing. This 
could mean living with carpenters, 
plumbers and painters underfoot for a 
while, and nobody will be happy. 


Play it safe and add a month or two 


to the ultimate completion 
date. 


That's probably your best protection,

But the surfacing of a new young 
pitctrr who snipes at his infield, criti- 
cises the manager for not starting 
him enough and regards every basehit 
off him as a manifestation of dovine 
intervention on behalf of the batter is 
sensational.

Camera records baseball history 


by DON FRISKE 


On Chicago's North Side, there 


is a man who lives with every ma- 
jor league baseball player since 
1929. 


He only has to go into his ga- 


rage or the small corner room in 
his basement, open any particular 
file cabinet, and thumb through a 
collection of 1,125,000 negatives. 


When it conies to baseball, he 


has no biases. Everyone con- 
nected with the game is part of 
his phenomenal collection. 


Managers, coaches, 
umpires, 


batboys, and trainers of the past 
and present each have their own 
special place among the players. 


Few people can claim to have a 


keener conception of baseball his- 
tory than .George Brace, the own- 
er of more major league memo- 
ries than most of the players he 
has captured on film. 


George -has known them all, 


those who became national heroes 
and those who barely got beyond 
obscurity long enough for him to 
get out to the ball park and snap 
their picture. 


It all started for George Just 


two seasons after Babe Ruth hit 
60 homeruns in 1927. 


A» a curious baseball fan, he 


wanted to know everything he 
couW about the statistics of major 
league players. 


He wrote letters. He talked to 


people. He poked all over his na- 
tive Chicago, searching for base- 
ball guides to compile the statistic 
cards he kept on every player. 


"I spent 11 years going down to 


the Spaldjng Baseball Co. to go 


through their records," George 
said. "Now I've got more guides 
than they do." 


Every official guide since 1860 


is kept in small cabinets that line 
the top of those containing the 
negatives. The guides, however 
significant, were merely a way of 
introducing George to the man 
who started the photo collection. 


"I first met George C. Burke to 


trade guides. He asked me if I 
wanted to see some files," George 
said. "He had a stack of negatives 
sitting there of all Smiths, which 
he couldn't identify. I identified 55 
of them." 


That was enough to convince 


Burke that George knew his base- 
ball, and he was asked to help out 
in the hobby-oriented venture. 


George was also working at the 


C a t h o l i c Youth Organization 
(CYO) at the time. He is ex- 
tremely proud of the fact fiat he 
put together all the sports pro- 
grams there, except boxing. 


He knew the importance of pro- 


viding young people with opportu- 
nities in athletics and physical fit- 
ness. 


When he was seven, George had 


double pneumonia and his doctor 
told him to do a lot of walking to 
get back into shape. 


"I used to walk 12 to 37 miles 


after supper each night," he said. 
"I was getting back in shape and 
then I organized a team. We 
made a backstop with some old 
bedsprings and started playing." 


In 1933, St. Adrian, the team 


George played on, won the nation- 


al championship. About seven 
members of that team went into 
professional baseball after the 
season. 


G e o r g e was busy spending 


much of his free time going to 
Wrigley Field and Comiskey Park 
every time a visiting team came 
to town. He has a negative of ev- 
ery player in every uniform they 
wore during their major league 
career. 


To keep the file complete, 


George went to Wrigley Field 
recently to retake the entire Pitts- 
burgh Pirates team because of 
the new hats they are wearing 
this year. 


George admits he was never 


much of a star on the field as a 
player. He was known mostly for 
his fielding. 


"I wasn't much of a hitter," he 


said. "My specialty was a perfect 
throw from left field to home 
plate. It would get there on a fly." 


Naturally, George was also the 


team's official record keeper. In 
1938, Burke asked George to quit 
the CYO and come to work with 
him on a regular basis. 


George eventually became sole 


owner of the collection, which was 
entirely black and white until 1960 
when he started doing everything 
in color. He keeps a day-to-day 
active file on every player cur- 
rently in the majors. 


For about the past five years, 


George has worked with Bill 
McAlistex, an artist who devel- 
oped a secret process by which 
the black and white prints are col- 


ored. The first project using this 
process was a set of players in the 
1930s. George said ftis raw aspect 
of his hobby, which includes a set 
of the entire Ha'l of Fame, is 
doing very well. 


People all over the country 


know about George's tremendous 
collection. He gets many long dis- 
tance calls and letters from 
people requesting certain players 
for special promotions, books, 
brochures or personal reasons. 


He once got a call from Amster- 


dam, Holland, from a man who 
wanted to see what his namesake, 
Roy Sievers, looked like. 


George is merely keeping the 


collection of negatives alive until 
he retires from his full-time job 
as a plant operator at a Chicago 
oil refinery. When that time 
comes, he will begin advertising 
and filling a greater volume of 
requests. 


"As a young kid, I used to talk

Many athlete* are very selfish indi- 


viduals, and ink toed to distnaa me. 
rd judge thanraa I would Judge any- 
one else — my friend*, neighbors, the 


guys at work — and their selfishness 
would really get to me. 


That was a mistake. You can't do it 


that way for a very special reason. 
You can't judge athletes the same 
way you do anyone else. They are al- 
ways on center stage. How often are 
our friends on center stage? 


If an athlete is any good at what he 


does, he was probably excellent at his 
sport at an early age. He was prob- 
ably an all-star in Little League, all- 
conference and all-'state in high 
school, all-something in college if he 
went to college. 


When you're an "all," you get the 


attention, the press clippings. The 
"all" has scrapbooks and trophies. 


The athlete learns very early in life 


that people are toned on by him be- 
cause be is an individual. He leans 
later that he abe makes kb living as 
aa udMduaL He is paid not f«r what 
hi* team doe* — although that ok- 
vkMsly figures hsto it- but primarily 
what he does a* aa tadMdaaL 


Can you really believe an athlete 


who, after having a big day, tefla re- 
porters, "What good did my four Mta, 
ate runa-batted-in and three stolen 


bases do? We still lost. That's what is 
important?" 


In this day and age when the play- 


ers flaunt their statistics at arbi- 
tration or salary time, those hits, 
runs-batted-in and stolen bases are 
important. 


The athlete has to look at himself in 


a very special way and protect him- 
self at all times. That's why so many 
become alibiers or even cry babiec 
without fully realizing it. 


The end result is that too many ath- 


letes become spoiled, and when you 
get to know them through your job of 
writing, it is easy to look down on 
them. 


Although it b difficult la judge a

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NFL owners lose 
to players again 


WASHINGTON — National Football League owners are still look- 


ing for a winning game plan in their labor struggles with the NFL 
Players Association. 


The owners' latest setback came Thursday when a National La- 


bor Relations Board law judge found them guilty of unfair labor 
practices. Cited were the owners' refusal to provide the NFLPA 
with certain data at the collective bargaining table and the trading 
or cutting of three leaders of a 1974 preseason strike. 


Ed Garvey, executive director of the players' union, hailed the 


decision by Judge Charles W. Schneider as "the most significant" 
in the history of pro sports' labor-management relations. 


The main points of Schneider's 69-page decision: 
—The owners must turn over to the NFLPA copies of all player 


contracts, Rowlle'* contract, stadium leases executed by the indi- 
vidual clubs, each club*' retired and reserved player list and the 
name* of every doctor and trainer working In the league, with their 
qualifications. 


—Three union leaders — Bill Curry, Kermit Alexander and Tom 


Keating — must be offered reinstatement by the teams which ei- 
ther cut or traded them during the 1974 strike, which shut down 
most of the league's training camps. 


—The Miami Dolphins and San Diego Chargers were found guilty 


of demanding the return of bonuset; paid to players who struck. 


—The Dallas Cowboys were ordered to cease and desist from 


warning players they would be placed on waivers if they struck. 
The Hoston Oilers, Schneider ruled, threatened fines or suspensions 
if players attended union meetings, discussed the association or 
gave it support. 


Borg, Nastase in tennis finals 


WIMBLEDON — Bjom Borg ended America's interest in the 


men's singles at Wimbledon Thursday when he out-aced the "Ten- 
nessee Rocket," Roscoe Tanner, in straight sets to set up a title 
match with fiery Hie Nastase who displayed extraordinary good 
sportsmanship while eliminating Raul Ramirez, also in straight 
sets. 


Borg, playing against medical advice with two cortisone shots to 


ease a painful groin injury, moved freely about the court in defeat- 
ing Tanner, 6-4, 9-8, 6-4, and Nastase wrapped up Ramirez, 6-2, 9-7, 
(X5. In the women's final today, Chris Evert meets Evonne Goola- 
gong in a battle of ex-champions. 


Tanner fired 19 aces by Jimmy Connors on Tuesday when he 


upset the tournament favorite, who said the loss cost him a con- 
servative $2 million in endorsements, but Thursday he was out- 
aced, 10-9, by the 20-year-old Swede. And with Borg steadier off the 
ground, and throwing in a lot of top-spin to boot, Roscoe always 
was struggling to stay in the match. 
U.S. abandons Davis Cup tourney 


WIMBLEDON — The United States, which gave the world the 


Duvis Cup at the turn of the century, Thursday walked out of the 
global tournament because It has turned into a political forum 
instead of a tennis competition. 


Britain, which lost to the U.S. in the inaugural match in 1900, and 


France did not go quite as far, but they will not play in the 1977 
competition in support of their friends across the sea. Joseph Car- 
rico. chairman of the U.S. DavLs Cup committee, said, "We find it 
intolerable lo mix politics with tennis. 


"People who want to play politics should go play with themselves 


and people who want to play tennis should play among themselves." 
Carrico is confident that about a dozen nations will follow Amer- 
ica's bold leadership and this could lead to the formation of a new 
competition to rival the Davis Cup. 


Taiwan athletes left out in cold 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland — A few hours before tht first of 10,000 


iithlctvs were due to arrive in Montreal for the summer Olympics, 
the International Olympic Committee charged the Canadian govern- 
ment with bad faith and a breach of "fundamental Olympic prin- 
ciples." 


At the center of the storm was Taiwan, whose athletes have been 


denied entry into Canada by the Ottawa government which does not 
tijive diplomatic relations with that tiny island nation off the Chi- 
nese mainland, but which does recognize the People's Republic of 
China. 


It is now too late to slop Montreal's troubled $1.4 billion games, 


but the IOC hinted it might withdraw its patronage which means 
the "festival of youth" will go on without the usual pageantry — 
very much part of the Olympics — and medal winners will not 
receive Olympic awards. The Olympics are scheduled to open July 
17.

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On U.S. Olympic basketball team 
'Hustler' Grunfeld cherishes his position 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Emio Grun- 


feld would like to celebrate the anni- 
versary of his United States citizen- 
ship by helping the American basket- 
ball team win the gold medal at the 
Olympics this month in Montreal. 


Grunt'cld. a 6-6 forward, was natu- 


ralised in JUly of 1975 — 13 years af- 
ter he and his family fled their native 
Romania to escape the Communist 
rule. His family settled in Forest 
HIHs. N Y., where he went on to dis- 
t i n g u i s h h i m s e l f 
in basket- 


ball, earning a scholarship to the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee. 


"It means an awful lot to be here 


and represent my country," Grunfeld 
explained. "Some people are always 
complaining but they don't realize 
what they have here," 


"It wasn't so rough on me when I 


was in Romania because I was just a 
kid. But it was rough on my parents. 
They still work hard, but at least here 
in the United States they can work for 
themselves and 
not for someone 


else." 


Grunfeld. an all-Southeastern Con- 


ference selection the past three years 
and a third team All-America last 
season, made the Olympic team be- 


cause of his versatility. He can shift 
into the backcourt to play big guard 
where he will probably see most of his 
action in Montreal. 


"I'm a'hustler," Grunfeld described 


his style. "I can move the ball 
around, I can shoot, I'm a good defen- 


, siv player. I can do anything. And I'll 
do anything I have to. anything I'm 
asked to do, to win the gold medal. 


"I'm letting people know I'm good 


enough to represent my country." 


Grunfeld aveaged 25.3 points per 


game last year to rank ninth in the 
nation and was selected to play for 


the Olympic team over a more cele- 
brated Tennessee teammate, Bernard 
King, who was the only player to rank 
in the national top ten in both scoring 
and rebounding last season. 


Grunfeld, 21, is also one of the most 


seasoned international performers to 
make the Olympic team, having taken 
part in the Maccabiah Games, the 
Pan American Games and the Conti- 
nental Cup series. 


"We lost twice to them (Russians)," 


said Grunfeld, who was selected as 


New York City's player of the year in 
his senior year at Forest Hills High 
School. "I guess that gives me a 
double incentive up in Montreal. 


"The key word is team ... we have 


to play together. We have to look for 
the open man and play the-good de- 
fense. Everyone is on the same level 
here. Whoever has the best shot 
shoots. We're doing our best to play 
Coach (Dean) Smith's game. 


"We'll just give it the best we've 


got and hope it's good enough."

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Remarkable progress since Munich Games 
What makes East German athletes Olympic stars? 


(Editor's 
Note: 
For 
years the 


United SUlei has vied with the Soviet 
Union to win the greatest number of 
gold medals at Ike Summer Olympics. 
In am month's time In Montreal, both 
giants of the sporting world may have 
to take a back seat to East Germany, 
whose athletes have made remark- 
able progress In the four years since 
Munich. Hans Schaeffer examines 
what makes East German athletes 
winners.)

BONN (UPI) - East German ath- 


letes, who won 20 gold medals in the 
Munich Olympics four years ago, ap- 
pear sot to double their haul in Mon- 
treal and challenge the United States 
and Russia for the first time as a "su- 
per" sports power. 


East German girl swimmers broke 


15 world records at the National 
Championships in June and hold all 
but two of the world marks. East Ger- 
man oarsmen will start as favorites to 
win every gold medal in Olympic row- 
ing and their men and women's track 
and field team will be the strongest to 
date. 


Many theories, have been put forth 


as the reason for the East German 
success, not the least the widespread 
use of anabolic steroids but, as the 
sporting juggernaut rolls on. It has be- 
come obvious there Is much more to 
the success story than a quick shot in 
the arm. 


"There is nothing uncanny in East 


Germany's training methods as far as 
I know," says Dr. Wildor Hollimann, 
head of the sports medicine academy 
at Cologne, West Germany. "It is the 
result of more than 20 years work and 
concentration on events promising the 
greatest international success.

stance, the international level used to 
be relatively low compared with the 
men. The East Germans simply took 
advantage of possibilities 
offered 


them, and the East German system of 
planning, directing and controlling ev- 
erything has proved to be an advan- 
tage." 


Ursel Wirth-Brunner, a former West 


German swimming champion and 
1964 Olympian said: 


"It's the selection system that has 


helped East German girl swimmers 
eclipse their rivals. They chose tall, 
boyish types with big hands and feet. 
The feminine type no longer stands a 
chance to make the national team." 


Ursel should know because she pre- 


pared for the 1964 Olympics in the 
East German training center in Ros- 
tock on invitation of the East German 
swimming association. 


But planning and controlling alone 


cannot turn a country with less than 
17 million population into a world 
power in sport. The athletes must 
have some strong motivation. 


The answer appears to lie in the 


fact the communist system spurs 
sportsmen and women to ever greater 
achievements by using money and 
hard-to-get consumer luxuries as a 
bait. 


"With the generous support of the 


(communist) party and the govern- 
ment, potentials were set free which 
led to the speedy upswing of physical 
culture and sport," the East German 
news agency ADN said in a com- 
mentary. 


Translated, this means East Ger- 


man athletes are among the privi- 
leged in the communist state's pro- 
claimed "classless society." 


As in the cases of the "heroes of 


labor" those workers who overfulfil! 
quotas set by the government — 
record-breaking athletes get well-pay- 
ing jobs, cheap and comfortable hous- 
ing and automobiles, for which an or- 
dinary East German must wait for 
years. 


The East Germany regime does not 


dump its athletes once a sports career 
is over. 


"They must not worry about jobs or 


enrollment at a university at the end 
of their sports career," at the Bonn 
newspaper, Rundschau, reported. "In 
West Germany, on the other hand, a 
world record or a gold medal is no 
guarantee for success in professional 
life." 


In the West only a few top athletes, 


such as Mark Spitz, the sensation of 


the 1972 Munich Olympics for his sev- 
en gold medals, or West Germany's 
skiing star Host Mittermaier, a double 
gold medal winner in this year's 
Olympic Winter Games in Innsbruck, 
have succeeded in signing lucrative 
contracts with commercial firms. 


"It must also be taken into account 


the East German athletes are still 
being indoctrinated with the idea that 
their victories help the cause of so- 
cialism," the newspaper said. 


Why have East German women 


progressed so far in international 
competition? 


Wolfgang Gitter, press spokesman 


for the East German national Olym- 
pic committee, offers an answer. 


"Under the socialist system." Gitter 


says, "women are being given the 
chance to develop more freely than 
elsewhere. As far as equality is con- 
cerned, (East German) women athlet- 
es arc ahead of others." 


According to ADN, the East Ger- 


man news agency, 640,000 women are 
included in competitive sport under 
the guidance of factory or state-run 
clubs. 


This is more than six times the 1930 


figure of 103,000, and women now 
make up 25 per cent of the total mem- 
bership of clubs affiliated with the 
German gymnastic and sport feder- 
ation, the state's supreme sports or- 
ganization. 


East German women also have 


moved into sports once exclusive 
male domains. More than 5,000 wom- 
en have entered the Judo camp, 8,000 
are doing auto and motorcycle racing 
and horse riding. 


Kornella Ender, East German's su- 


per waterbaby, who set five of the 15 
world records at the recent national 
swimming championships, serves as 
an example of East German womens 
devotion to and seriousness in sport. 


Her rigid and computerized train- 


ing, which includes three hours in the 
water a day despite a demanding high 
school curriculum, leaves the 17-year- 
old girl no time for dancing or other 
things girls usually like to do at her 
age. 


"My hobby is swimming," she says 


In the few hours she is not training or 
studying, she collects toy animals of 
cloth. Kornelia was tossed into water 
by a doctor at the age of five to cure 
hip pains and grew to love the sport. 


In track and field, East German 


women also have been setting a blis- 
tering pace in recent weeks, culminat- 
ing in five world records at a national 
meet in Dresden in mid-May. 


Although she was not among the 


record-breakers. East German sports 
leaders are still pinning great medal 
hopes on Renate Stecher. the 1972 
Olympic champion in the 100-and 200- 
meter sprints. 


The 26-year-old Renate, the world's 


top woman sprinter for the past six 
years, appeared slightly out of touch 
earlier in the season but turned in a 
few good times in recent meets. 


She was clocked in 11.22 and 11.13 


seconds in the 100-meter dashes of the 
Dresden meet, but failed to equal her 
own 10.8 world record.

Oldfield a colossal nonconformist 


by IRA BERKOW 


Brian Oldfield is prodigious. He 


broke the world shot-put record last 
year with a heave of 75 feet, more 
than two feet farther than anyone 
from Hercules to Parry O'Brien had 
ever flung it. 


Oldfield stonds 6 feet 5, weighs nor- 


mally arosund 275 pounds, has a 19- 
inch neck, thighs equally as thick, and 
wide, wide shoulders on a torso that 
tapers to a 37-inch waist. 


He runs the 106-yard dash in 10.3, 


can soar and stuff a basketball back- 
wards over his head from a standing 
position, and is so strong that, if need 
be, he could probably balance the 
world on his back. 


His behavior has been as unusual as 


his physicalness. "I have taken the 
liberty of being Brian Oldfield," he 
says. His shot-put style is revolution- 
ary, throwing loose like a discus- 
thrower. 


On his rippling frame he has worn a 


fish-net track suit and also a star- 
spangled ensemble in track meets He 
chides his colleagues, calling them 
"nurds " "Their whole world is cen- 
tered around that 16-pound ball," he 
says. And he has sat in the middle of 
the infield of a meet and puffed on a 
cigarette, to the consternation of offi- 
cials 


Nothing new for Oldfield. In high 


school at Elgin, 111., he once tried to 
jump over a podium in the auditorium 
just to see if he could. He bellowed, 
"Give 
me strength, 
Zeus!" 
and 


bounded over the podium, and into the 
l.ip of his economics teacher. 


At Middle Tennessee State College, 


he drank, smoked, rumbled, and was 
a general no-goodnik until one day a 
high-voltage bulb went on in his head. 
"I discovered that the harder I 
worked at the shot," he said, "the 
luckier I got" 


This somewhat changed his life. But 


at age 30 he still harbors a resent- 
ment toward teachers and coaches. 
"Most teach by the book, and not by 
their expeneces," said Oldfield.. 


Oldfield hid an opportunity to try 


his own teaching technique, and in- 
stead of ending up u an inmate in a 
reform school, as many predicted, he 
ended up teaching at one. 


Oidfield discussed this recently in a 


restaurant during a break from tour- 
ing for the International Track. He 
wore an uncharacteristic suit, tic, 
vest and watch-chain tucked in a 
sidepocket — but, characteristically, 
no watch at the end of the chain.

his forehead, his eyes are alive, and 
his fingers surprisingly long and deli- 
cate, the better to tweeze into the 
most remote nooks and crannies of 
his Roast Long Island Duckling Ju- 
bilee 


GARY PLAYER'S GOLF CLASS: 


For more than two years from 1970 


to mid-1972, Oldfield taught delinquent 
youths at the Illinois State Training 
School for Boys (now called Youth 
Center), a correctional institution in 
St Charles, and according to the su- 
perintendent, Alfred Buscher, "was 
one of the best teachers I had " 


"Brian took kids who were aca- 


demically retarded and taught them 
as much reading in two or three 
months as normally could be taught 
in 10 months," he said. "Behind the 
comedian and tough-guy front, he's 
really the softest guy in the world." 


Oldfield motivated these kids to 


read like this: "I said, 'If you guys 
want to be thieves, you might as well 
be good thieves. You gotta be able to 
read the label to know if you're steal- 
ing 20 per cent nylon or all wool." 


"I 
had another 
incentive that 


worked well," Oldfield says. "Some- 
times I'd drop 'em a porno book." 


Oldfield 
was 
the 
friendly 
dis- 


ciplinarian of the school. "If a kid 
started frontin' on me," said Oldfield, 
"I'd just pick up the chair he was 
sitting in and press it to the ceiling 
about four or five times." 


Oldfield, who could empathize with 


the needs of these boys because he 
was once nearly such a kid, said he 
understood the love they needed. "The 
little kids would be hanging on my 
leg, and the big kids would be poppin' 
at me, you know, playful jabbing in 
the air." 


Oldfield also had the kids water and 


work with plants. "My room had the 
windows with the sun In the morn- 
Ing," said Oldfield. "And I got these 
kids to watering ond plnckin' and pru- 
nln" the geraniums and plants. They 
liked making tilings live, and they 
liked the nice smell. We became real 
horticulturist*." 


Oldfield said the kids listened to 


him because he could laugh at himself 
when he made a mistake, and also 
respected that be could do all the 
things they could — from swimming 
to making posters — and usually do it 
better. 


Oldfield was asked if the boys we- 


ren't perhaps also intimidated by 
him? 


"Well," he said, "maybe. It is a 


nice little thing to have "

Johnnie Parsons Sr. 1950 winner of 


the Indy classic, begins his July 4 
haul from Minneapolis and Paula 
Murphy departs from Daytona Beach 
on a journey that will carry them to 
28 countries in an estimated 70 days. 


"It'll be like a 30,000 mile Baja 


run," they agreed. 


Parsons recently said of the long 


drive, "Speed will not be the major 
factor per se. This is an endurance 
test over many different types of 
roads. The more durable the cars and 
the drivers, the easier the 30,000 miles 
will seem." 


Murphy, who has set several land 


speed records and is considered an 
excellent stock car driver, mentioned 
several days ago that "No one has 
ever achieved this goal before. I've 
had my firsts in my racing days, but 
none that will match this one. I've 
driven everything from stackers to 
drags to rocket cars. This race cer- 
tainly will be different." 


Parsons and Murphy expect to ren- 


dezvous in New Orleans on July 7 and 
cross the Mexican border at Laredo, 
Texas, under constant vigilance of a 
support van. 


Attempting to circle the globe in un- 


der 80 days, their travel plans call for 


an endurance trip of 35,833 miles — 
26,358 by road, 9,900 by air and 575 on 
ship or ferry. 


The itinerary includes Central and 


South America; Africa; the Euro- 
pean countries of Spain, France, 
West Germany, Austria, Italy, Yugos- 
lavia, Greece and Turkey) then to 
Iran, Pakistan, India, Japan and Can- 
ada. 


Traveling under the sanction of the 


United States Auto Club, with USAC 
statistician Donald Davidson along as 


official observer, a complete log will 
be kept for the entire run, with such 
details as gas consumed, average 
driving speed, mileage between stops, 
weather and surface conditions and 
maintenance checks duly noted. 


In the long run, the world's automo- 


bile industry, travel services and rac- 
ing bodies are expected to benefit 
from these observations. The race Is 
sponsored by the National Car Rental 
System and the Pontiac Division of 
General Motors.

Johnnie Parsons Sr. 1950 winner of 


the Indy classic, begins his July 4 
haul from Minneapolis and Paula 
Murphy departs from Daytona Beach 
on a journey that will carry them to 
28 countries in an estimated 70 days. 


"It'll be like a 30,000 mile Baja 


run," they agreed. 


Parsons recently said of the long 


drive, "Speed will not be the major 
factor per se. This is an endurance 
test over many different types of 
roads. The more durable the cars and 
the drivers, the easier the 30,000 miles 
will seem." 


Murphy, who has set several land 


speed records and is considered an 
excellent stock car driver, mentioned 
several days ago that "No one has 
ever achieved this goal before. I've 
had my firsts in my racing days, but 
none that will match this one. I've 
driven everything from stackers to 
drags to rocket cars. This race cer- 
tainly will be different." 


Parsons and Murphy expect to ren- 


dezvous in New Orleans on July 7 and 
cross the Mexican border at Laredo, 
Texas, under constant vigilance of a 
support van. 


Attempting to circle the globe in un- 


der 80 days, their travel plans call for 


an endurance trip of 35,833 miles — 
26,358 by road, 9,900 by air and 575 on 
ship or ferry. 


The itinerary includes Central and 


South America; Africa; the Euro- 
pean countries of Spain, France, 
West Germany, Austria, Italy, Yugos- 
lavia, Greece and Turkey) then to 
Iran, Pakistan, India, Japan and Can- 
ada. 


Traveling under the sanction of the 


United States Auto Club, with USAC 
statistician Donald Davidson along as 


official observer, a complete log will 
be kept for the entire run, with such 
details as gas consumed, average 
driving speed, mileage between stops, 
weather and surface conditions and 
maintenance checks duly noted. 


In the long run, the world's automo- 


bile industry, travel services and rac- 
ing bodies are expected to benefit 
from these observations. The race is 
sponsored by the National Car Rental 
System and the Pontiac Division of 
General Motors.

^BircP talks to baseballs

DETROIT (UPI) - 
Clearly the 


baseball 
has been listening when 


Mark Fidrych speaks to It. 


It has been going pretty much 


where the right-hander has asked it to 
ever since the rookie began taking his 
regular turn for the Detroit Tigers. 


In his first nine decisions, Fidrych 


fashioned an 8-1 record, a 2.05 earned 
run average, seven wins in a row and 
eight complete games. 


Who Is this "Bird" who starts by 


talking to baseballs and finishes with 
the batten talking to themselves? 


Fidrych, 21, was the Tigers' 10th se- 


lection in the June, 1974, draft. The 
reason he didn't go higher is he 
doesn't have the bat-burning fastball. 


What he does have Is a good sinker, 


control, and the famous Randy Jones 
strike zone: nearly every pitch is be- 
tween the top and bottom of the knee- 
cap. 


"I'm surprised at my success so 


far," says Fldrych. who was 5-9, 2-0 
and 4-1 as he climbed the three-step 
ladder to Triple-A during the course 
of last season. "I didn't know It was 
going to happen. I still can't believe 
It. 


"I can't believe what the guys are 


doing for me," the Worcester, Mass., 
native said. "I feel so good, I don't 
know how to say thanks. 


"TheM) guys make me, I don't 


make them," he said. "If I was mak- 
ing myself, I'd be striking out every- 
body." 


Me is not a strikeout pitcher but it 


isn't unusual for him to get three or 
four assists in a game. That's just one 
of the ways he helps himself. 


"Bird" (a nickname given Fidrych 


because of his supposed resemblance 
to Sesame Street's Big Bird) probably 
helps himself a great deal with Us 
ritual antics on the mound. 


The first thing he does every half- 


inning before he throws a pitch is put 
his right knee down on the ground and 
start smoothing the dirt with his left 
hand. 


He fills in the hole where his right 


foot will land as he completes his 
stride and then pounds it firm with his 
hand. Then he puts more dirt in the 
hole next to the rubber where his 
right foot pushes off, hammering it 
firm with his bare hand. 


Satisifed, Fidrych will then rotate 


his pitching arm to loosen the mus- 
cles, wipe his dirty left hand on his 
uniform before slipping it into his 
glove, swing his right arm across his 
body and take his warmup pitches. 


Fidrych roams the mound between 


pitches like he bad a shirt full of fire 
ants and rant to and from H between 
half-innings like he was two steps 
ahead of a swarm of killer bees. 


Another trait the Northboro, Mass., 


resident has is his habit of looking the 
ball right where its eyes probably 
would be. He than talks to it like it 
had rabbit ears. 


The effect of Fidrych carrying on 


his one-sided conversations with the 
ball and making wave motions with 
his hands (which remind him "to 
flow") are to keep the right-hander's 
concentration up, to remind him to do 
things mechanically correct. 


At the end of Us victories he doesn't 


disappear into the clubhouse like a 
worker on Us lunch break. Instead, 
Fidrych makes it a point to stay on 
the Held to thank or congratulate ev- 
ery one of his teammates as they 
come off for their part in the win. 


"It's great for the fans," says his 


manager, Ralph Houk, "but he's not 
that flakey. He says funny things and 
he does some things that are funny

Everything we know about our 


world comes to use through our 
senses. Sight, hearing, table, touch 
and smell tell us what is happening, 
warn us of dangerous situations, give 
us pleasure and constantly feed back 
information about our surroundings. 
Each of these senses contributes vital 
data to help us form a complete pic- 
ture of what our world is like 


The sense of smell brings to us all 


kinds of information It tells us when 
the hamburgers on the grill are cook- 
ing, or when a cake is baking in the 
oven It allows us to enjoy the delicate 
fragrance of a rose On the other 
hjnd, our sense of smell acts as a 
warning device, detecting odors from 
dangerous fumes or food which should 
not be edten 


The nose on your face is not really 


the organ that tells you what you 
smell True, the nose plays a part, but 
smelling really begins further back in 
the nasal cavity. Our sniffing cham- 
ber is lined with loosely pleated folds

of pink skin Special cells here secrete 
mucous material that keeps the skin 
moist. Other cells at the top of the 
nasal cavity are called receptor cells, 
and those are the fellows that are first 
to detect an odor 


Any substance that gives off odors 


releases them in the form of tiny gas 
molecules When these gas molecules 
reach the nose they are moistened by 
the mucous This sparks a chemical 
reaction in the receptor cells and a 
message is ent to the brain via the 
olfactory nerves The brain analyzes 
and identifies the particular odor and 
relays the information to other senso- 
ry systems 


One oddity about our nose is that it 


tires of smelling the same odor After 
a short time the nerve cells stop send- 
ing messages and we find ourselves 
getting used to a certain odor This is 
fine if we are confronted for a long 
time with an unpleasant smell, but it 
is not so good if the odor happens to 
be a danger signal 


Our sense of smell plays a vital part 


in our enjoyment of food. Although 
the taste buds on our tongue are ex- 
tremely valuable, it is actually our 
sense of smell that provides complete 
appreciation of flavors If you have 


ever had a bad cold or other condition 
which plugs up your nose, you know 
how flat and almost tasteless food be- 
comes 


The size of the olfactory lobe, the 


smelling headquarters in the brain, is 
an indication of just how important 
the sense of smell is to a particular 
animal In man the olfactory lobe is 
rather small. In dogs, however, the 
olfactory lobe is large, which explains 
why canines have particularly keen 
smelling abilities.

A feminist way to travel 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Nicknamed "Granny Dollar," Nancy Callahan died in 1931 at the 


age of 105. 


A Cherokee maiden who lived alone most of her life in a tiny 


cabin surrounded by fruit trees which she tended herself, Granny 
dressed In tattered clothes, walked barefoot through the woods, 
loved to smoke a pipe and cured the ills of her neighbors with 
homemade potions. 


Years earlier, when the Chcrokccs were driven out of Alabama in 


the 1830s, little Nancy had refused to leave. 


Preparing for her death, she carefully saved $23 for a tombstone, 


but the money was stolen shortly after she died. Forty years later, 
however, folks in Fort Payne, Ala , close to where Nancy Callahan 
once lived, erected a monument to her — a head of an Indian 
woman Inscribed with "Daughter of the Cherokees." 


Granny's fame is Insignificant compared to such lofty male fore- 


fathers as George Washington, Thomas Jefferson or even a traitor 
like Benedict Arnold. 


YET, SO BICENTENNIAL travelers this summer won't forget 


she did exist and was a crusty, independent woman at that, Lynn 
Shcrr and Jurate Kazickas recently produced a large-sized paper- 
back feminist travel guide to places in America — 1,460 landmarks 
altogether — where women made history. 


Two years' worth of research, traveling and writing went into 


"The American Woman's Gazetteer" (Bantam, $7.95), which fo- 
cuses on birthplaces, monuments, homes and graves of famous, 
infamous and even anonymous women who nevertheless made a 
dent, if only a small one, in shaping the roles of women today. 


For example, Seneca Falls, N.Y (the corner of Falls and Water 


streets, to be exact), was the site of the first women's rights' 
convention in 1848. In an ironic footnote to history, a laundromat 
now graces that corner. 


Indian Peggy's grave was discovered by the authors in Yreka, 


Cnllf. Apparently aware of her tribe's intent to attack a miners' 
settlement, this Shasta Indian used her ingenuity and risked her life 
to successfully stop a massacre. 


THE CARRY A. NATION Fountain in Wichita, Kan., is a memor- 


ial to the famed temperance advocate. It was erected in 1918 and 
knocked down in 1945 by, would you believe, a beer truck? Twenty- 
five years passed before $400 was collected to rebuild it. 


Like a geographical dictionary, "The American Woman's Gaze- 


tcer" is arranged alphabetically by stale and city — even county 
and occasional mountain. 


WHENEVER POSSIBLE, anecdotes and biographical capsules 


are illustrated with old photographs. 


Chicago itself is nicely represented. 
The Old Water Tower at Michigan and Chicago Avenues marks 


the northern limits of the 1871 fire that made Catherine O'Leary the 
nation's most famous female dairy farmer. 


The blaze that burned down the town started in her barn on 


DeKoven Street, but the story that it was actually her cow that 
kicked over the lamp causing the holocaust has never been official- 
ly confirmed. And despite newspaper accounts attesting to Mrs. 
O'Leary herself carrying the lantern into the bam, she was never 
prosecuted. But Catherine O'Leary, so the story goes, was well 
aware that the fire wiping out her own five cows and scanty posses- 
sions had taken a serious toll. 


"Rough!" she exclaimed to a newspaper reporter. "Why, my 


God, man, it was a terror to the world." 


The Chicago Board of Education is noted for electing Ella Flagg 


Young as the first superintendent to lead the school system of a 
major city. That was in 1909. Ms. Young introduced such "radical 
notions" as giving teachers more say in the curriculum, teaching 
boys as well as girls how to sew and instituting a program of sex 
education. 


EVERYONE knows the name of Jane Addams, who is famous for 


founding Chicago's Hull House in 1889. She not only influenced 
settlement house work all over the nation, but she was also the 
first female to receive the Nobel Peace Prize. She was awarded the 
honor in 1931. 


Sherr and Kazickas, in their research and wanderings, found 


distant regional aspects in the development of the American wom- 
en. 


For instance, the East produced Revolutionary heroines, mill 


workers and labor organizers and intellectuals who believed so 
strongly in education for women that they opened their own 
schools. 


"A number of Eastern 
women were also religious dis- 


senters, frequently banished or hanged as witches for their radical 
notions," write the authors. 


Southern women emerged most prominently as Confederate spies 


in the Civil War and as historians and abolitionists. And the West 
required as much bravery, fortitude and hard work of the women 
as of men. 


But somewhere in Benton County, Ind., is an unidentified tomb- 


stone that summed up many a female ancestor's lot in life: 


"Thirteen years I was a virgin 


Two yean I wax a wife 
One year I wag a mother 


The next year took my life."

Marvin loves 
playing role 


of bad guy

Lee Marvin mournfully admits he is one of the few really rotten- 


to-the-core actors left in the civilized world. 


An ex-combat marine, whose hooded eyes, shambling gait and 


torn-pocket mouth bode instant trouble, has made 50 movies and in 
almost all of them he is terminally disreputable. 


Even when he portrays a good guy, the aura of a mountebank 


clings to him. 


"Playing the villain is a hell of a lot more fun than being a 


hero," said Marvin, dead sober. "If you're the heavy, you start 
with a garbage pail and subtract when the director thinks you've 
gone too far." 


"If you're the hero, you have to bring something to the role and 


the director keeps saying, 'more, more, more.' 


"To be an effective villain an actor has to have an ornery streak 


in him to begin with. The secret is to save that mean streak for the 
screen." 


MARVIN SCOFFED at actors who specialize in villainous leading 


roles today. They are flawed by a wish to insinuate that somewhere 
in the black-hearted character there is a flicker of decency. 


"There aren't any good leading man heavies around anymore 


because they want at least one person in the audience to under- 
stand them," he said. "They think it's necessary for one soul to like 
them. They've lost the technique for being bad. 


"My God, there's nothing sympathetic about a real heavy. Re- 


member Barton MacLane. The second he came on the screen you 
knew he was the worst possible human being on earth." 


Marvin chuckled and said, "You can't compromise with badness. 


That's what being a bad guy is all about. You gotta be badass bad. 


"I saw a western recently where the heavy rides into town on his 


horse. And he's glancing from side to side as if he's looking for 
trouble. 


"THAT'S NO WAY TO do it You gotta look straight ahead with 


dead eyes, not wavering once. You gotta know where you're going 
and what you're going to do. And when you do it, damn, you better 
be bad about it." 


Marvin has a reputation for being a scoundrel off-screen as well 


as on, an inaccurate image. He has been in a scrape or two with 
the cops, a bit of fisticuffs here and there. 


But he is, in fact, a free spirit who just happens to be dead game. 


He's also genuinely tough, although reluctant to demonstrate the 
fact unless pushed. 


Nevertheless, Lee Marvin takes a certain pride in the fact that he 


has a capacity for taking a bad situation and making it infinitely 
worse with little or no effort. 


He is that rare, natural breed of actor who hews to his own 


standards without apparent regard for the consequences. In that 
respect he is a brother to Robert Mitchum. 


"Mitchum makes a great villain because on screen as well as in 


private life he's willing to pay whatever price is necessary to be his 
own man," Marvin said. 


"When a man, especially a guy with a reputataion for being 


disreputable, stops to think of the consequences he loses. 


"JIMMY STEWART. Robert Redford, Paul Newman and those 


guys couldn't do it. They read the papers 


"Errol Flynn could get away with murder on the screen because 


he was really a rascal in person. 


"Ladies like naughty bad guys." 
Marvin's favorite bad guy part was the title role in "The Man 


Who Shot Liberty Valance." Valance was a glackguard with vir- 
tually no redeeming attributes. 


But the peak of his career as a scoundrel was his delightful 


Academy Award-winning role in "Cat Ballou." He played two char- 
acters — Kid Sheleen and Tim Strawn (with a tin nose) — both 
utterly without a single virtue. 


"It was a dream come true," said Marvin, his blue eyes heavy 


with badness "I had a shoot-out with myself " 


Currently he is starring in two films, "The Great Scout and 


Cathouse Thursday" and "Shout at the Devil " Neither of the char- 
acters he portrays would be found at the Court of St James, nor 
very probably in a respectable brothel. 


"IN 'GREAT SCOUT I play a phony," he said. "He's a rascal 


and every time he tries to be honest he geis into trouble. That 
always happend to bad guys. 


"Today, whether it's a western or a cops and robbers show, when 


the villain makes a score, he heads for the barbershop and the 
haberdashery to change his image In the old days the bad guys 
blew their money on booze, bullets and bad women. 


"In a drawing room mystery like Hitchcock makes I guess it's 


all right to have the villain look prosperous, but hell, you don't 
know who the heavy is sometimes until the last reel. 


"There's something about black-hearted guys that appeals to mt. 


I figure playing those kind of characters has saved me 15 to 20 
years. You act them out on the screen instead of the streets 
where you have to pay the price."

If your image of America's revolu- 


tion includes M-lf-saorificinjj patriots 
bravely battling bumbling British sol- 
diers, take a look at two new histori- 
cal novels They'll prove once again 
that fiction is truer than fact — and 
certainly truer than what's still found 
in most grade scliool hustory texts. 


In hi* fir-t novel. "Liberty Tavern," 


noted historian Thomas Fleming de- 
bunks Revolutionary — and Bicenten- 
nial — myths with this masterful mix 
of romance, intrigue and history. Un- 
pntriotlc patriots, motivated by love 
of money, not country, and a very >11- 
prepnred colonial army are two of 
the novel's more unsettling features 


The plot revolves around Jonathan 


Gifford, an ex-British officer, now a 
tavern-keeper in battle-torn New Jer- 
sey Gifford attempts to remain neu- 
tral, catering to both Whigs and 
Tories, but he yearns for indepen- 
dence He finally goes on record by 
changing his tavern's name 
from 


Stranger's Resort to Lilwrty Tavern. 


His family Is also divided. Stepson 


Kemble is as overzcalous in his sup- 
port of the patriot cause as step- 
daughter Kate is in her love for a loy- 
alist soldier. 


THE PLOT sometimes resembles a 


Gothic novel — Gifford falls in love 
with a married woman who is also his 
dead wife's sister; Kate falls out of 
love with her Tory, who responds by 
kidnapping her. But finally. Fleming's 
vivid vision of Revolutionary times 
transcends the occasionally plodding 
story line. 


And In spite of what Fleming Insists 


wns the incredible ineptitude of the 
colonial army, both his characters

and their country find peace by the 
novel's end. 


Three ami one-half centuries of 


American life is the gigantic subject 
tackled but fumbled by novelist Louis 
Auchincloss. Me loosely links the nine 
short stories which compriie "The 
Winthrop Covenant" by tracing "the 
rise and fall of the Puritan ethic" 
through successive generations of the 
Winthrop family. 


THE BEST OK this uneven group is 


"The Covenant," a story focusing on 
Massachusetts Gov. Winthrop's per- 
secution and eventual banishment of 
Anne Hutchinson as punishment for 
her religious beliefs. 


In each succeeding story, at feast 


one character ~ a CIA official, a prep 
school chaplain, a lawyer, a draft re- 
sister — is related to the Governor, 
both by blood and by a shared sense 
of guilt over, among many other 
things, the Winthrop family's role in 
the Salem witch trials. 


As literature Auchincloss' novel 


fails. Its characters never breathe — 
they're historical straw people. As 
history, it succeeds, particularly in 
showing how the pillars of colonial 
and contemporary society perverted 
the Protestant ethic to suit them- 
serlves — to, for example, stimulate 
and justify every war in American 
history, from the Revolution to the 
cold war to Vietnam.

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Live it up with French elegance 


It opened without a great deal of 


fanfare and for a long time people 
would say — "A French restaurant 
where?" 


But word got out, so much so that 


people began driving out from the city 
to dine at Le Till de Paris located at 
2273 Rand Rd., Palatine. And that 
doesn't happen very often. 


Last August, just as its reputation 


was soaring, Tili de Paris burned

down. But hosts Christian and Agnes 
immediately rebuilt. The following 
December Titi de Paris reopened just 
the same as before, unobtrusive from 
the outside, classic and intimate on 
the inside. 


Unlike many fine French restau- 


rants that startle patrons with high, a 
la carte prices, Titi de Paris is quite 
reasonable, considering its cuisine. It 
is even possible to dine for less than 
$10 a person by cutting out wine and 
appetizers. But you would only regret 
it. 


FOR INSTANCE, instead of a 


traditional cocktail before dinner, our 
party of three substituted with kir, a 
dry, white wine mixed with a few 
drops of Creme de Cassis. For dinner 


we switched to a chilled, robust white 
burgundy. 


Among the three of us we sampled 


two appetizers — a homemade, cus- 
tard quiche Lorraine and a house spe- 
cialty, crepe au fruits de mer, a thin 
pancake filled with fresh seafood in a 
light white wine sauce au grattn. 


A l s o highly recommended by 


Claude, our waiter, was the tarte Ni- 
coise, a combination of zuccini, egg 
plant, onion and green pepper baked 
in a flaky crust. 


Excluding pate of duck, blue points 


and escargot, all appetizers are $1.75 
per serving. Compare that to $2.50 
and $3 in other French restaurants.' 


I couldn't resist sampling the po- 


tage du jour, creme of watercress, 85 
cents. It was a delicious takeoff from 
usual soup selections. Creme of avo- 
cado at Titi de Paris is also highly 
praised. 


ONE OF our party was equally 


pleased with the bisque de Homard, a 
rich, creme of lobster soup served 
with a light touch of cognac, $1.75. It 
is always listed on the menu along 
with Vichyssoise and onion soup au 
gratin. 


The menu, while not extensive, is 


most complete. Among the more in- 
teresting entrees are 
sweetbread 


served in a light white wine sauce 
with calvados (apple brandy) and 
sliced, fresh mushrooms, $6.50; thin 
scallopini of veal saute with fresh ap- 
ple slices and calvados, $9.50; and filet 
of Dover sole braised in white wine, 


Billo'fare 


served with a light white sauce, fresh 
mushrooms and diced tomatoes, *9. 


But before making a decision con- 


sider the specials of the day. We did 
and weren't sorry. 


VERY SELDOM DO I ever see the 


entree I chose offered on a menu — 
rouget en chemise, red snapper 
stuffed with mousse of salmon baked 
in a puff pastry shell. It was ex- 
tremely good, the favorite choice of 
the evening. 


Another special served at our table 


was pave au poivre vert, a New York 
strip sirloin served in a light red wine 
sauce with fresh green peppercorns. 
While exceedingly tender and flavor- 
ful, it was a bit bitier than I, for one, 
am accustomed to. 


Though not listed the night we 


dined, I've been told about another 
special — Titi de Paris' sea bass 
which is baked in a puffed pastry 
crust with spinach stuffed with salm- 
on mousse, served with white butter 
shallots in a white wine sauce. 


DESSERTS LIKE main entrees also 


vary daily, though creme caramel 
and chocolate mousse are always list- 
ed. Again we chose to deviate with 
one always hard to pass up — fresh 
whole strawberries marinated in light 
red wine. 


Unfortunately Chef Pierre and ev- 


eryone else at Titi de Paris are taking 
a brief vacation until July 7. But it's 
wise to book a reservation for a Fri- 
day or Saturday well ahead of time 
anyhow. The-restaurant seats only 50.

Reader concerned 
about Rh factor 


I am confused about Rh negative and Rh positive blood factors. 


Can you help clear thti up? 


1 hive three children ind the last child I WM told was *n Rh blue 


baby. It has Rh negative blood. Are all children with Rh negative 
blood blue or Is there a difference? It hat always been my under, 
(landing that when both parents have positive Rh factor the chance 
of • child having negavive blood I* remote, but if one parent Is 
negative and the other positive the chances are quite good. 


Please explain as I am worried about any future pregnancies. 


Also tell me If you have a Health Letter on thli subject. 


You have understood correctly. It is possible for two Rh positive 


parents to have an Rh negative baby. Each parent has two genes 
for the Rh factor. The D gene is dominant and the d gene weak. If 
both parents are Dd and transmit only one of their genes to the 
baby some of the offspring are going to have dd genes which is Rh 
negative. Of course, if both parents have DD Rh genes, all the 
children will have DD genes and be Rh positive. 


Your loiter bothers me because the problem with Rh negative 


blood does not occur when the baby Is Rh negative. The problem 
occurs when an Rh negative mother has an Rh positive baby. The 
Rh negative mother literally becomes allergic to Rh positive blood. 
Her antibodies (or immunity to Rh positive blood) attack the blood 
in the Rh positive baby, destroying blood and causing a jaundiced- 
like reaction. 


This docs not occur if the baby is Rh negative. The mother's Rh 


positive blood (if she Is Rh positive) will not contain antibodies and 
will not affect the baby. It's Important that all Rh negative mothers 
be treated whenever they have had any pregnancy with an Rh 
positive baby. This applies to many pregnancies terminating In 
abortions. Such desensitizing treatment can prevent most of the 
complications occurring from Rh problems.

Five of them — all picked up over the years. One is a solution of 


a tablespoon of dishwasher detergent in two quarts of warm water.

Third is a half cup of washing soda in a bucket of hot 
water. Fourth is one part rubbing alcohol to three parts water. One 
that's worked best for me (and which came from a professional) is 
to apply to window stains the cleanser that contains oxalic acid.

Sun Myung Moon pupil 
returns home, no regrets 


This Is a story of a different kind of 


religion and a 19-year-old Mount Pros- 
pect man who tried It. 


The story began In late April when 


Mike Izban, while traveling in Seattle, 
decided to attend meetings of the Uni- 
fication Church, perhaps the most hot- 
ly debated of the many religious cults 
sweeping the United States. 


The Unification Church was founded 


by Sun Myung Moon, a middle-aged 
Korean who is revered by his many 
young followers, and detested with 
equal fervor by opponents. 


Those who praise Moon, of whom 


there arc between one-half million 
and two million in the United States, 
see him as the Messiah, "Lord of the 
Second Advent," the flesh and blood 
successor to Adam and Jesus Christ.' 


OTHERS INSIST that Moon, who 


speaks little English and sends his 
message through disciples, has "tak- 
en away" their children, most of 
them college-aged and from pros- 
perous families. 


Mil • Izban nearly became one of 


those followers, a Moonie, one of the 
Moon people. He attended two work- 
shops, and might have gone to a third. 
But he declined. Here is Mike's story. 


It began In Seattle. Mike was ap- 


proached on the street one Tuesday 
morning late in April. "I was raised 
as a Catholic, then became agnostic," 
saitl Mike. "I uas open to any sugges- 
tion." 


They offered him lunch. Mike ac- 


cepted For two clays, Mike witnessed 
lectures, walked the streets with 
church members and became quite in- 
terested. 


"The atmnshcrc drew me into it 


further. I didn't experience that at- 
mosphere here 'at home), or any- 
where else," said Mike. "It was 
peaceful. 
It itccmed everyone was 


concerned about each other. You 
might call it love." 


MIKE PROMISED that he would 


contact a church center in Chicago.

He did, and visited their headquarters 
on Sheridan Road in Evanston near 
Northwestern University. 


Mike then agreed to attend a two- 


day workshop in western Illinois. "I 
told my parents I was going to Iowa," 
said Mike. "I went to the workshop. 
But it was held in Indianapolis." 


Mike and eight other persons from 


the Chicago area arrived at the Unifi- 
cation Church center in Indianapolis 
on a Friday night. About 70 persons 
were present, one-half being like him- 
self, potential converts. 


For two days, Mike Izban followed 


the group's format of lecture, dis- 
cussion groups and prayer. He was 
impressed. 


"They didn't tell you what to pray 


and yet, they did," he said. 


"You had to ask that God or Christ 


would be with you," said Mike. 


THERE ARE SIX chapters of the 


Divine Principle, Moon's book of guid- 
ance. That is what the potential con- 
verts studied for two days. 


"They implied everyway they could 


that Moon was the Messiah," said 
Mike. "He was the 'Lord of the Sec- 
ond Advent.' 


On Sunday night, as this short work- 


shop drew to a close, the potential 
converts were told to choose whether 
they would stay another five days or 
go home. Flowers were passed among 
the group. 


"It signified to me that if you put 


the flower down, you were going to 
leave," said Mike. "If you held the 
flower, you were going to stay. A lot 
of people put the flower down." 


Only seven people remained for the 


five-day session. All the potential con- 
verts from Chicago went home, ex- 
cept for Mike Izban. He was still in- 
terested. 


THERE WERE FIVE more days of 


intense study. More lectures, more 
discussion, more praying. Mike be- 
came absorbed. These were new 
ideas. He liked most of them. 


"They correlated God with an old 


man who let his kids go to the mov- 
ies," said Mike. "He's still waiting for 
them to come back and tell him how 
the movie went. They never did." 


However, there were some doubts. 


The church members wanted Mike to 
attend a third workshop, a much long- 
er session, 21 days in New York, 
where Sun Myung Moon moved his 
world headquarters from Korea in 
1973. 


So he came home on Friday night, 


May 7, and he decided to stay. 


Mike does not regret the Moon 


movement experience. "Now that I 
look back, I neMed to do what I did," 
said Mike. "I've even talked to some 
(church) members recently. I just 
needed more time. 


"The Moon movement right now . . 


it's not absolutely clear," said Mike. 
"He might be the Messiah."

proper use. Sp;irklers, 
which can 


reach temperatures of 2 000 degrees, 
rcamin hot for some time after going 
out. 


IIARVKY CAKOTIIKKS .lit., Pal- 


atine fire chief, blames the increased 
awareness of fireworks for the Fourth 
of July for tlui«e injuries this week of 
youths attempting to make their own 
explosive devices. 


On Monday. Daniel and Michael 


Trocke. ages 15 and 16. of 1033 Grove, 
Palatine, were injured, neither se- 
riously, when a device they were put- 
tins together exploded. On Tuesday, 
15-year-old Roy Olson, 1018 Carpenter, 
was injured when a device he was 
working on exploded. A bolt from the 
device become imbedded m his head, 
just above his c>e 


"I'm quite sure both incidents were 


a result of July A." Cat-others said. 
"Thut and the fact they can't get any 
fireworks legally in Illinois " 


Cat-others urged parents to be sure 


their children do not handle fireworks 
or try to make tlicir own firecrackers.

was killed and another injured two 
years ngo in a post Fourth of July 
Incident where they attempted to set 
off a home-made pipe bomb.

were injured two years ago when a 
wind shift caused debris from the 
public fireworks display to fall on 
spectators. Last year, the display was 
moved further from the people. Fire 
Chief Thomas Fogarty said an ambu- 
lance and a fire pumper will stand by 
this year in case of an emergency. 
Other villages also will have an am- 
bulance and pumper available. 


Because of the increasing number 


of injuries, Illinois outlawed the sale 
of all fireworks to private citizens in 
1941 and tight restrictions on public 
displays have been in force for years. 
Professionals must obtain permits, 
post bonds and have insurance before 
they are allowed to discharge the fire- 
works. 


The National Safety Council said 


bootlegging in Illinois is unusually 
heavy this year because of the Bicen- 
tennial. The safety council said that 
more 
people 
have 
been 
injured 


throughout American history by fire- 
works than were injured in the Ameri- 
can Revolution. 


The Consumers' 
Products Safety 


Commission has issued an order effec- 
tive Dec. 6 reducing the amount of 
powder by more than one half in 
small firecrackers that can be sold in 
those states still allowing the sale of 
fireworks (18 states still allow it, in- 
cluding Indiana, Missouri and Ken- 
tucky). 


Paint* said anyone seeing someone 


with fireworks should avoid them be- 
cause one half of the people injured 
by fireworks are on-lookcrs. 


Outlawed are roman candles, fire- 


crackers, torpedoes, sparklers, bombs 
or any explosive component or other 
device that produces a visual effect, a 
spokesman for the Illinois State Po- 
lice sakl. Violators can receive up to 
six months in Jail and fines up to $500.

tion. Instead, he said it is dedicated to 
true democracy. Ite goal is not to de- 
stroy the system, only to. change it.

revolution of its own, this one without 
bloodshed. About 100,000 persons are 
expected to visit Washington, D. C., 
for a rally and to'listen to speakers, 
including Tom Hayden, Jam Fonda 
and Or.

ment," said Peltz,, an anthropob'gist 
and father of four who lives' in 
Champaign. "We just want to point 
out that there is an aggregation of 
wealth in this country in a very few 
hands, an undermining of free enter- 
prise and competition and a lack of 
real political democracy." 


Peltz and other supporters of the 


People's Bicentennial Commission are 
not naive enough, .to believe everyone 
will pack up and take off for the na- 
tion's capital on July 4. So Peltz of- 
fers this advice for persons who stay 
at home to celebrate. 


"I advise people first of all to go to 


church," Peltz said. "Then I think 
they should go somewhere and really 
talk about the American Revolution 
and read the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. Whether they agree with us or 
not, 
if they measure today's" reality 


with the standards set by the Declara- 
tion they will find they do not mea- 
sure up." 


Peltz said the PBC does not advo- 


cate boycotting local celebrations, but 
he thinks they do not give persons 
much opportunity to think about what 
the 200th birthday really means. 


THE PBC IS righting for the break- 


up of large corporations, which it be- 
lieves even government cannot con- 
trol, and beginning small businesses 


that are controlled by employes. The 
group, which is funded primarily by 
members' 
donations, doesn't 
have 


nearly the funds given the American 
Revolution 
Bicentennial 
Adminis- 


tration — the government's Bicenten- 
nial arm — but it intends to keep 
fighting for its cause right up to 1989. 


"The real Bicentennial celebration 


should not end in 1976 but should con- 
tinue through 1989, 200 years after the 
Constitution was adopted," Peltz said. 


The PBC knows it won't be easy to 


fight the big corporations. "We are in 
a position analogous to early 1776," he 
said. "The revolutionaries were fight- 
ing a war and many people still 
hadn't made up their minds about in- 
dependence. People were still buffa- 
1 o e d 
by 
the

monarchy." 


Peltz said most persons today would 


agree the giant corporations have too 
much control over their lives, but 
they don't realize there are alterna- 
tives. "They are mystified by big 
business," he said. "They don't re- 
member that corporations didn't al- 
ways exist." 


He said a nationwide PBC survey 


taken last fall shows most persons be- 
lieved in the principles of free enter- 
prise and democracy and in the one 
person, one vote system. However, 


when asked if they believed their vote 
as a citizen had as much influence on 
government as General Motors' or In- 
ternational Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp.'s most said no. 


EVEN THE revolutionaries saw the 


threat of big business, Peltz said. He 
quotes Jefferson who in 1814 said, "I 
hope we shall crush in its birth the 
aristocracy 
of the monied corpo- 


rations which dare already to chal- 
lenge our government and bid de- 
fiance to the laws of our country." 


He said Abraham Lincoln, in the 


midst of the Civil War, wrote about 


the dangers of "corporations that 
have been enthroned" and predicted 
an "era of corruption in high places 
will follow." 


The People's Bicentennial Commis- 


sion's type of revolution will not be 
fought with guns, Peltz said 
The 


group has been talking to legislators 
promoting laws to encourage the fund- 
ing and establishment of businesses 
that are controlled by employes. 


"I don't think this revolution will 


take bloodshed, but it will take a long 
time," Peltz said. "This revolution 
will be at the ballot box."

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John Adams' letters put 
cloud over real 'July 4th9 


by MONICA WILCH PERIN 


Let the parades roll and the fire- 


works explode — today is Indepen- 
dence Day! Or might have been. 


Can it be that we've been celebra- 


ting the wrong day all these yean? 


John Adams, Massachusetts dele- 


gate to the Continental Congress and 
one of the prime movers behind inde- 
pendence, wrote to his wife, Abigail, 
on July 3, 1776: 


"Yesterday, the greatest question 


was decided, which ever was debated 
in America, and a greater perhaps, 
never was or will be decided among 
men. A Resolution was passed without 
one dissenting colony "that these 
united Colonies, are, and of right 
ought to be free and independent 
States 


LATER THAT same day Adams 


penned a second letter to his wife: 


"The Second Day of July 1776, will 


be the most memorable epoch in the 
history of America. I am apt to be- 
lieve that it will be celebrated, by suc- 
ceeding generations, as the great an- 
niversary festival. 


"It ought to be commemorated, as 


the Day of deliverance by solemn acts 
of devotion to God Almighty. It ought 
to be solemnized with pomp and pa- 


rade, with shows, games, sports, 
guns, bells, bonfires and illuminations 
from one end of this continent to the 
other from this time forward forever 
more." 


It was Richard Henry Lee's Vir- 


ginia Resolution on independence that 
at long last had been unanimously 
passed on July 2. 


Meanwhile, 
Thomas 
Jefferson's 


Declaration of Independence had been 
tabled until the resolution was de- 
cided. 


After the vote, the Declaration 


was taken up, changes and dele- 
tions were hammered out, and on 
July 4 it was adopted. 


THE VERY NEXT year the first 


celebration of independence took 
place — on July 4. And John Adams 
himself did not seem to notice or 
mind that the new nation was com- 
memorating Jefferson's Declaration 
rather than Adams' triumph in secur- 
ing the decision for independence. He 
seemingly forgot his prediction that 
festivities would mark July 2, not July 
4. 


In a letter to his wife July 5, 1777, 


he described at length the hastily ar- 
ranged celebration that took place 
"yesterday . . . the anniversary of 


Joliet to drop 5 bus lines 
due to RTA funds cutoff 


Bus riders in Joliet will be the first 


to feel the impact of the Regional 
Transportation Authority's failure to 
approve a new budget. 


Without a budget, the RTA cannot 


give essential subsidies to outlying 
bus carriers, the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority and commuter railroads.

cut five routes effective Tuesday, put

negotiating a $7,000 loan to keep the 
bus lines operating. 


"IT'S A WEEK-by week situation," 


said Jack Weber, chairman of the dis- 
trict. "If there isn't any money com- 
ing from the RTA it doesn't look like 


we could possibly operate past July 
17." 


Officials of the North Suburban 


Mass Transit District, which operates 
buses in five Northwest suburbs, gave 
a similar estimate. Without RTA 
funds, NORTRAN service is expected 
to end July IS. 


Joseph DiJohn, executive director 


of NORTRAK, said he has asked that 
state and federal money be diverted 
directly to his district, but said he has 
not received an answer. 


N O R T R A N buses serve Des 


Plaines, Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights, Buffalo Grove and Wheeling. 


The four suburban RTA directors 


blocked passage of the budget Wed- 
nesday, saying they would not approve 
the document until Chairman Milton 
P i k a r s k y resigns. They accuse 
Pikarsky of mismanaging the agency. 


American Independence." 


But that was not the end of the mat- 


ter. In 1795 a Bostonian wrote a letter 
to the Columbian Centinel arguing that 
Americans were, indeed, celebrating 
the wrong day. He quoted Adams' two 
letters of July 3,1776, which had been 
published three years previously in 
the Philadelphia Gazette. 


In 1804, another letter to the Centi- 


nel again urged celebrating July 2 in- 
stead of July 4 on grounds that John 
Adams was "the efficient agent in 
this glorious work" (of independence) 
while Jefferson had merely "penned a 
bill after the principles had been de- 
cided upon." 


THE PLOT THICKENED the next 


year. On July 4, 1805, the Boston Ga- 
zette published copies of the two 
Adams' letters run together as one 
and dated, "July 5, 1776." And the 
part about celebrating independence 
was changed to read, "The fourth day 
of July 1776 will be a memorable 
epocha..." 


According to the editors of The 


Adams Papers, this doctored version 
— possibly produced by Adams' ne- 
phew, William Smith Shaw — was 
"happily and frequently printed and 
quoted" by newspapers and orators as 
a means of "reconciling the national 
political parties' differing views on 
how (or rather when) the United 
States of America was born.'' 


The matter was clarified in 1819 


when Adams, at the request of a 
friend, produced the original letters 
and they were published. But by then 
the tradition of the Fourth of July was 
so firmly entrenched that there was 
no changing it. 


Newspapers continued to print the 


doctored version of Adams' letters, 
and John Adams' own grandson, his- 
torian Charles Francis Adams, prac- 
tically apologized for contradicting 
tradition when he published the cor- 
rect version in 1876. 


Meanwhile, the Fourth of July be- 


came the undisputed anniversary of 
another solemn occasion. John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson, the lions of 
A m e r i c a n 
independence, 
both 


breathed their last on July 4,1826.

nnd intelligence sources, said none of 
the volunteer commandos knew the 
camp might be empty and, in any 
event, most of them were landed by 
helicopter nt a heavily guarded an- 
tiaircraft training school 600 yards 
away. 


"The largest part of the raiding 


force landed there by mistake and 
killed 100 lo 200 Russian or Chinese 
troops in a preemptive strike that left 
the school — the raid's ground com- 
mander told me — 'blazing like a po- 
rn an candle,' " Schemmer told UPI. 


He said the commandos, in the heat 


of the battle, could not tell positively 
whether their opponents were Rus- 
sians or Chinese. 


The other raiders, he said, broke 


down every door in the deserted POW 
camp 23 miles west of Hanoi only to 
find no one there.

"But in the last four or five years, 
things have slowed down, primarily 
because of the lack of vacant land." 


Homeowners are starting to ask for 


permission to renovate and build addi- 
tions to single-family bouses. 


"They need the extra space, but 


they can't go out and buy a new house 
because of the prohibitive cost," Rich- 
ardson said. 


As far as the downtown area is con- 


cerned, Richardson said the Super- 
block development is the only large- 
scale construction planned at present. 
He said eventually there will be more 
building in the central business dis- 
trict, but that parking and land- 
scaping improvements will 
come 


first. 


Richardson said the only factors 


which could hinder construction in the 
city would be construction strikes or a 
jump in inflation. 


He said he did not foresee anything 


that would result in a "no growth" 
stance by the city council.

Lack of blood for hospitals feared 


by KURT BAER 


A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling in donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center in 
Northbrook, which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said. "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood. 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low. 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed into 
components. Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postive and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman. 


"Overall we seem to have an ade- 


quate supply of blood, but with the

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wants to terminate a prcgvancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Hurry A. Blackmun. who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White, 
William H. Kchnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by giving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit." 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy. He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develoment of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the Importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But, he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
. . . will be achieved by giving the 
husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all." 


Since U is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life." 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en." Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans lo "cry out" against it. 


But Atty. Roy Locas of Washington. 


who argued a Massachusetts case in- 
volving unwed minors, said the deci- 
sion should eliminate many efforts to 
circumvent the 1973 ruling.

Vaccine makers' protection nixed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House 


subcommittee Thursday rejected a 
bill to protect vaccine manufacturers 
against certain legal claims — a 
serious roadblock to President Ford's 
campaign to Inoculate every Ameri- 
can against swine flu. 


The subcommittee's rejection of the 


proposal after two days of debate rep- 
resents the most serious setback yet 
to the $135 million mass immunization 
plan, said administration and drug in- 
dustry representatives. 


"If we can't go forward in produc- 


tion (of vaccines), we have a prob- 
lem," said Dr. Theodore Cooper, the 
government's top physician. 


"The companies have told me that 


if they can't get insurance they can't 
participate . . . it will definitely im- 
pair our capacity to continue the pro- 
gram."

Smooth Viking I landing site chosen 


PASADEN1A, Calif. (UPI) — Proj- 


ect leaders Thursday scheduled Vik- 
ing 1 for a Mars landing at 5 a.m. 
CDT July 17 on a relatively flat plain 
about 150 miles northwest of its origi- 
nal target. There is a slim chance of 
finding water in the region. 


James Martin, project director, said 


it was decided to move to the new 
landing area because photographs 
taken from orbit revealed the original 
Fourth of July landing site was too 
dangerous with craters, knobs and 
steep slopes. 


He said the new target area, called 


the northest territory, was at the end 
of an apparent ancient river system 
where water may once have been 
very shallow. It is smoother and 
more lightly cratered than other sites 
examined 


Harold Masursky, a geologist and 


leader of the landing site team, said 
atmospheric pressure at the lowland 
site chosen may be sufficient to pier- 
liquid water. 


"This is very attractive from a 


standpoint of (finding) life and also 


from geology," Masursky said at a 
news conference 


Dr James Fletcher, administrator 


of the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, made the announce- 
ment of the landing site and probable 
date at the Viking control center at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


"Mars was a lot different planet 


than we thought it would be," he said. 


"By a combination of intuition, wise 


judgment and a little bit of luck, we 
found a site close by that exceeded all 
expectations."

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds of 
complaints from persons who do not know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble.

A U S Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday sinking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion bv,, on American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday The Ilhnuih law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local couit will strike 
down all provisions of Illinois' law which are identical to the Mis- 
souri last She said the Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S 
Supremo Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent before getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
must have consent of one parent The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method All those provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There are some major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion which is completely different from that in the 
Missouri law A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal

learning how they might be able to 
defuse that explosive. 


TUB POLICE department's social 


service section is conducting three 
dnys of seminars for officers on han- 
dling disturbances involving mentally 
ill or emotionally disturbed persons. 


The .sessions include discussions 


with Dr. Michael Rogers, chairman of 
the pNychiatry department at Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center, and Donna 
Oostdyk, chief psychiatric nurse at 
Alexian Brothers. 


Case* involving someone with a 


mental problem or in need of profes- 
sional counseling ;irc not uncommon, 
said Barbara Harris, supervisor of lo- 
cal police social services. The depart- 
ment averages between 8 and 10 cases 
a month, although all are not life and 
death crises, she suid. 


"My experience is that the police do 


an extremely good job of handling 
mental health cases, said Miss Harris, 
who sometimes accompanies police on 
such calls in her role as social work- 
er. 


But she said the seminars should 


provide extra training helpful to po- 
lice when they try to peacefully quell 
a disturbance. 


MISS HARRIS said the talks also 


are designed to help police overcome 
the problem of persuading disturbed 
persons to go to the hospital for psy- 
chiatric treatment or seek counseling 


Sometimes, those that don't think 


they need help, "are the hardest ones 
to tell to get help," she said. 


D e p u t y Police Chief William 


Kohnke said the entire 55-man force, 
including himself will participate. 


"It's a lot more useful than going to 


billy-club school," he said. Although 
police recruit training includes a sec- 
tion on dealing with the mentally ill in 
an tmergency, "you don't ever get 
enough information about the behav- 
ior patterns of people." 


Many crimes, such as assaults and 


batteries, result from a person's "in- 
ternal pressure;;," Kohnke said, ad- 
ding a police officer must look beyond 
the surface and show concern for 
their problems, "instead of the quasi-

"This is a photograph of an early

The safe's contents were no secret. 


Mrs. Deihm left behind a list. 


Among the mementoes were Tiffany 


inkstands of gold and silver with pens 
of pearl and gold and a book listing 
"the 80,000 people employed by the 
government" in 1876 Today's payroll 
numbers 2 9 million civilians. 


Mrs Deihm also inscribed a wish on 


her six-foot tall safe "that this safe 
may remain closed until July 4,1976, 
then to be opened by the Chief Magis- 
trate of the United States." 


The chief magistrate — Ford — has 


other plans for Sunday, so the cere- 
mony was advanced three days. 


A committee of Congress is to name 


a committee of citizens later this year 
to make a list of items to be put into 
the safe with instructions to open it 
again in 2076 


FOR YEARS the safe had been 


stored in a crypt built to contain the 
body of George Washington, who was 
buried at Mount Vernon instead. 


In a ceremony last January, the 


iron doors were opened, making it 
possible to peer inside through a glass 
door. Ford unlocked that door Thurs- 
day. 


In a speech, Ford said, "1976 finds 


the confidence of 1876 confirmed" but 
another speaker, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield, was less up- 
beat. He said 1876 was a year of eco- 
nomic depression, political corruption, 
hard work, low wages and an average 
age span of 46.

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling In donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center in 
Northbrook, which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said. "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood. 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low. 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed into 
components. Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postivc and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman.

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion right.s to unwed minors and 
hold (hat it married woman who 
wants to terminate a pregiancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Harry A. Rlnckmun. who authored the 
\yn decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White. 
William H. Rehnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by criving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve- to strengthen 
the family unit." 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy. He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develoment of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But, he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
. . . will be achieved by giving the 
husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all." 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehra- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life." 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en." Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans to "cry out" against it 


But Atty. Roy Locas of Washington, 


who argued a Massachusetts case in- 
volving unwed minors, said the deci- 
sion should eliminate many efforts to 
circumvent the 1973 ruling.

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds of 
complaints from persons who do not know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble. 


U.S. funds paid Chicago 


A judge authorized the release to the city of Chicago Thursday of 


nearly $19 million in federal revenue sharing funds, ending an em- 
bargo on federal funds imposed because of alleged discrimination 
in police hiring procedures. U. S. District Court Judge Prentice H. 
Marshall said the city "just made it" in meeting the timetable he 
had set for compliance with his hiring guidelines. Mayor Richard J. 
Daley said he was "grateful and thankful" for the money but reite- 
rated he felt the judge was wrong to impose racial quotas.

Langford lost to Washington, who calls himself an "organization 
liberal," by about 2,000 votes in the March 16 primary election for 
the state senate in the mostly black 2th District. Washington is 
running unopposed in the general election and will replace Senate 
President Partee, now a candidate for state attorney general. 


Illinois briefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U.S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
now abortion law. an American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local court will strike 
down all provisions of Illinois' law which are identical to the Mis- 
souri law. She said the Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent More getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
must have consctit of one parent. The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method. All those provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There are some major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which is completely different from that in the' 
Missouri law. A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal.

board. Will County Coroner Walter Blood said one of the victims 
died at the scene of the crash, about a quarter-mile northwest of the 
runway. The other three died at St. Joseph Hospital, he said. Blood 
said he had identified three of the victims as being from the Argo 
area but was withholding identities pending notification of relatives. 
An FAA spokesman said the crash occurred at about 5:45 p.m.

Adlai Stevenson 
is his choice for vice president, de- 
spite some broad hints from Chicago 
party leaders Thursday. 


During a $500-a-person fund-raising 


reception for himself — which added 
$140,000 to his campaign war chest — 
and later at a $100-a-plate dinner for 
gubernatorial 
candidate 
Michael 


Hewlett, Carter lavishly praised Illi- 
nois Democrats and particularly Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In answer to a direct question, how- 


ever, Carter avoided saying whether 
Stevenson, considered Daley's person- 
al choice for the vice presidency, is 
one of the leading candidates to be- 
come his running mate. 


DURING THE RECEPTION Carter 


said Stevenson "obviously is well 
qualified to be vice president or presi- 
dent." However, he explained he will 
begin meeting with possible vice pres- 
idential candidates this weekend and 
said "I won't say whether I win meet 
with Sen. Stevenson or with any other 
particular person." 


The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner 
when Hewlett reminded the audience 
that Stevenson's 
great-grandfather 


was vice president. Hewlett said, "I 
only said that Adlai, because we ex- 
pect bigger things from you." 


In his own speech at the Howlett 


dinner, Stevenson praised Cuter as a 
man who will "close the divisions in 
our nation and will bring us together 
as a people."

reports that Son Tay camp had been 
evacuated and launched the Nov 21, 
1970, raid anyway because aeril pho- 
tos suggested someone might still be 
there 


Schcmmer who said he interviewed 


men who took part in the raid, POWs 
nnd intelligence sources said none of 
the volunteer commandos knew the 
camp might bo empty and, in any 
event, most of them were landed by 
helicopter at a heavily guarded an- 
tiaircraft training school 600 yards 
away.

Lack of blood for hospitals feared

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted tails for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend 


' We're hanging in there but only 


because we ve been calling in donors 
I m very concerned about the coming 
weekend,' said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center m 
Northbrook which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming m on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect We're that concerned," he 
said 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than m te suburbs 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation " 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight 
But none said they had been forced to 
caned or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two ' blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed into 
components Especially short supplies 
of blood types O positive and negative 
and B posdve and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman 


"Overall we seem to have an ade- 


quate supply of blood, but with the

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON fUPl) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that n married woman who 
wants to terminate a pregaancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Harry A Blnckmun, who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law 


The vote was S to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E 
Burger and Justices Byron R White. 
William H Rchnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blnckmun 
saving nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by giving 
the husband 'veto power" over hav- 
ing children 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
froir hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit" 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develoment of the fetus 
she is carrying 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But, he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 


will be achieved by giving the 


husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all" 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life " 


The nation's Roman Catholic bkh- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en " Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans to 'cry out" against it. 


But Atty Roy Locas of Washington, 


who argued a Massachusetts case in-

DURING THE RECEPTION Carter 


said Stevenson "obviously is well 
qualified to be vice president or presi- 
dent." However, he explained he will 
begin meeting with possible vice pres- 
idential candidates this weekend and 
said "I won't say whether I will meet 
with Sen. Stevenson or with any other 
particular person." 


The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner 
when Howlett reminded the audience

Police are called to a scene and find

What happens in the next few mo- 


ments is crucial to everyone con- 
cerned The wrong approach by a po- 
lice officer can trigger a human bomb 
that leads to death and disaster 


In Elk Grove Village, police are 


learning how they might be able to 
defuse that explosive 


THE POLICE department's social 


service section is conducting three 
days of seminars for officers on han- 
dling disturbances involving mentally 


ill or emotionally disturbed persons 


The sessions include discussions 


with Dr Michael Rogers, chairman of 
the psychiatry department at Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center, and Donna 
Oostdyk, chief psychiatric nurse at 
Alexian Brothers 


Cases involving someone with a 


mental problem or m need of profes- 
sional counseling are not uncommon, 
said Barbara Herns, supervisor of lo- 
cal police social services The depart- 
ment averages between 8 and 10 cases 
a month, although all are not life and 
death crises, she said 


"M> experience is that the police do 


an extremely good job of handling 
mental health cases, said Miss Hams, 
who sometimes accompanies police on 


such calls in her role as social work- 
er 


But she said the seminars should 


provide extra training helpful to po- 
lice when they try to peacefully quell 
a disturbance 


MISS HARRIS said the talks also 


are designed to help police overcome 
the problem of persuading disturbed 
persons to go to the hospital for ps>- 
chiatric treatment or seek counseling

weekend ' said Dan Connor, director

"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming m on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect We're that concerned," he 
said 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area " 
Connor said "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation " 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors

WASHINGTON <IPH - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wants to terminate a prcgi.incy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Harry A Blackmun who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently cruictrxl Missouri 
law 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E 
Burger and Justices Byron R White 
William H Rehnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting 


TIIF NOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by giving 
the husband ' veto power" over hav- 
ing children 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family 


He said one cannot conclude that 


' providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit" 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, mav give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has m his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and devetoment of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship m our society " 


But, he said. ' It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 


will be achieved by giving the 


husband a veto power exerctsable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all " 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched b> an> other 
interest in his life " 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en ' Ellen McCormack the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds nf 
complaints from persons who do not know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble. 


U.S. funds paid Chicago 


A judge authorized the release to the city of Chicago Thursday of 


nearly $19 million in federal revenue sharing funds, ending an em- 
bargo on federal funds imposed because of alleged discrimination 
in police hiring procedures.

Illinois briefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U.S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion law. an American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local court will strike 
down nil provisions of Illinois' law which are Identical to the Mis- 
souri law. She said the Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthc Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent before Kettinf! an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
must have consent of one parent. The law also outlawed abortions 
done by ihe saline method. All those provisions were struck down 
by the hi«h court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There are some major differences Ijctwccn the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that u doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which is completely different from that in the 
Missouri Inw. A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal.

pal Airport crashed late Thursday, killing all four persons on 
board. Will County Coroner Walter Blood said one of the victims 
died at the scene of the crash, about a quarter-mile northwest of the 
runway.

The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner

Lack of blood for hospitals feared

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bonk administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling in donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center in 
Northbrook, which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said. "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood. 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low. 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed 
into 


components. Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postive and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman.

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Tree tries 
a new angle 
to growing

Some trees just can't be tied down. 
At least that is what the John Fox 


family has found about a birch tree in 
front of their home at 249 Bode Rd., 
Hoffman Estates. Instead of growing 
upright like most trees, this one has 
decided to grow at a 45-degree angle. 


Although she admits the tree is a bit 


unusual, Margaret Fox said it has 
never really created any problems for 
the family until recently. She said it 
has survived more than 14 years of 
winter weather and tree-climbing and 
is, the lone survivor of other attempts 
to grow birches on her block. 


THAT'S WHY she was surprised 


one day last month to find a note con- 
cerning the tree placed in her mail- 
box. 


"Why 
don't you people do some- 


thing about that poor bent-over tree," 
the letter began. "All it would take is 
some strong rope and a stake in the 
ground. Tie one end of the rope to the 
tree, pull the tree straight and then 
tie the other end of the rope to the 
stake in the ground. 


"It will take all of 10 minutes," the 


note continued. "What kind of people 
are you that you would let that lovely 
tree just die without trying to do 
something about it?" 


Mrs. Fox said she found the letter 


hard to believe. 


"We've always joked about it," she 


said, "but that letter is the first of 
that kind. We think it adds character 
to the front yard." 


SHE SAID THE tree, contrary to 


appearances, had been growing that 
way since it was planted two years 
after the Foxes moved into the home. 
It is the one left from an original 
clump of three trees, she said. 


"It's crooked, but it grows," Mrs. 


Fox said. "We tried staking it when it 
first started to grow crooked, but 
nothing helped. So we gave up." 


She said the worst time for the tree 


is probably during the winter. After 
a snowfall, the tree bends practically 
to the ground under the weight of the 
snow. But the tree "always springs 
back again," she said. 


The family has thought about buy- 


ing a "companion" to balance the 
birch but found that a suitable-sized 
tree was too expensive. In any case, 
the birch is in the front yard to stay.

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI> - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
nbnrtion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wnnU to terminate a prcgwncy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion wax written by Justice 


Harry A. Blockmun, who authored the 
1073 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


The vote was 5 to> on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White, 
William H. Rehnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by eiving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit." 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasised that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a prep- 
nancy. He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and devetament of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But. he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
. . . will be achieved by giving the 
husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all."

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds of 
complaints from persons who do not know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble. 


U.S. funds paid Chicago 


A judge authorized the release to the city of Chicago Thursday of 


nearly $19 million in federal revenue sharing funds, ending an em- 
bargo on federal funds imposed because of alleged discrimination 
in police hiring procedures.

Illinois briefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U.S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion law, an American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local court will strike 
down all provisions of Illinois' law which are identical to the Mis- 
souri law. She said the Chicago court has been wailing for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent before getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
must have consent of one parent. The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method. All those provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There arc some major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri Inws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which Is completely different from that in the 
Missouri law. A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
It a crime to advocate anything illegal.

pal Airport crashed late Thursday, killing all four persons on 
hoard. Will County Coroner Walter Blood said one of the victims 
died at the scene of the crash, about a quarter-mile northwest of the 
runway. The other three died at St. Joseph Hospital, he said. Blood 
said he hud identified three of the victims as being from the Argo 
area but was withholding identities pending notification of relatives. 
An FAA spokesman said the crash occurred at about 5:45 p.m.

asked four other statewide candidates if he should drop from the 
race for secretary of state because of the repeated mention of his 
mime in the "cement trial," but the candidates urged him to stay 
on the ticket.

Hewlett, Carter lavishly praised Illi- 
nois Democrats and particularly Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In answer to a direct question, how- 


ever, Carter avoided saying whether 
Stevenson, considered Daley's person- 
al choice for the vice presidency, is 
one of the leading candidates to be- 
come his running mate. 


DURING THE RECEPTION Carter 


said Stevenson "obviously is well 
qualified to be vice president or presi- 
dent." However, he explained he will 
begin meeting with possible vice pres- 
idential candidates this weekend and 
said "I won't say whether I will meet 
with Sen. Stevenson or, with any other 
particular person." 


The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner 
when Howlett reminded the audience 
that 
Stevenson's

1970, raid anyway because acnl pho-

Schcmmer, who said ho interviewed 


men who took part in the raid, POWs 
and intelligence sources, .said none of 
the volunteer commandos knew the 
camp might be empty and, in any 
event, most of them were landed by 
helicopter at n heavily guarded an- 
tiaircraft training school 600 yards 
away.

Serio urges liaisons for seniors

The Palatine Township Senior Citi- 


zens council's failure to 
include 


a home-delivered meals program in its 
$46,000 budget has prompted the rec- 
ommendaton that township auditors 
act as liaisons between the township 
board and each council or committee 
it funds. 


Auditor John Serio said he will ask 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen to 
appoint an auditor to each group to 


avoid "communication problems" like 
those experienced between the board 
and the seniors group 


Earlier this week the auditors voted 


4 to 1 to approve the first half of the 
council's $46,000 budget even though 
auditors Charles Zimmerman, Don 
Bellm and Seno had questioned the 
council s priorities at previous budget 
hearings. 


Many objections centered around 


the council's failure to include money 
for a home-delivered meals program, 


often the last effort to prevent elderly 
persons who are ill, alone or house- 
bound, from being institutionalized 


Only a handful of elderly persons 


receive home-delivered meals in Pal- 
atine Township, which has a popu- 
lation of 3,920 persons 60 years and 
older. 


Through its senior citizens council, 


the township offers a meals program 
that is self-supporting and depends en- 
tirely on volunteer drivers who donate 
their time, transportation and gaso- 


Lack of blood for hospitals feared 


line to deliver one or two meals to 
elderly clients, Monday through Fri- 
day 


THE TOWNSHIP program is de- 


signed only for short-term clients, 
those persons recuperating from a re- 
cent illness or hospital stay 


The meals, one hot meal for lunch 


and a sack lunch for dinner, cost $2 a 
day or $10 a week per client No 
meals are delivered on holidays or

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling in donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," s;nd Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center m 
Northbrook, which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than m te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause tit is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed 
into 


components. Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postive and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman 


"Overall we seem to have an ade- 


quate supply of blood, but with the 
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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wants to terminate a pregnancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion vtu written by Justice 


Harry A Blackmun, who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
lie struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White, 
William H. Rehnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
m strengthening a marriage by giving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackrnun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit" 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT. Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develoment of the fetus 
she is carrying 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But, he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust hi a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
.. will be achieved by giving the 


husband a veto power exerasable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all." 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by fny other 
interest in his life."

get, according to the author of a new 
book.

ami other officials ignored Intelligence 
reports that Son Tay camp had been 
evacuated and launched the Nov. 21, 
1970, raid anyway because aeril pho- 
tos suggested someone might still be 
there. 


Schcmmer, who said he interviewed 


men who took part in the raid, POWs 
and intelligence sources, said none of 
the volunteer commandos know the 
camp might l>e empty and, in any 
event, most of thorn were landed by

largest part of the raiding 


force landed thorn by mistake and 
killed ino to 200 Russian or Chinese 
troops in a preemptive .strike that left 
the school — the raid's ground com- 
mander told me — 'blazing like a ro- 
man candle,' " Sdiemmer told IT I.

of the battle, could not tell positively 
whether their opponents were Rus- 
sians or Chinese.

Only a handful of elderly persons 


receive home-delivered meals in Pal- 
atine Township, which has a popu- 
lation of 3.920 persons 60 years and 
older. 


Through its senior citizens council, 


the township offers a meals program 
that is self-supporting and depends en- 
tirely on volunteer drivers who donate 
their time, transportation and gaso- 
line to deliver one or two meals to 
elderly clients, Monday through Fri- 
day. 


THE TOWNSHIP program is de- 


signed only for short-term clients, 
those persons recuperating from a re- 
cent illness or hospital stay. 


The meals, one hot meal for lunch 


and a sack lunch for dinner, cost $2 a 
day or $10 a week per client. No 
meals are delivered on holidays or 
weekends. 


A home-delivered meals program 


was not mentioned in the budget pre- 
sented to the board. Louise Robertson, 
director of (he council, told the audi- 
tors she and the council's executive 
committee were "afraid to include" 
such a program because it would cost 
too much. 


In May, Mrs. Robertson said the 


home-delivered meals program as 
now operated would cost less than 
$800 a year (cost of food excluded). 
This week. Mrs. Robertson told the 
township an expanded meals program 
would "cost at the very last $18,000." 


Much of that money would be used 


to train and prepare "an outreach 
person" who would contact seniors 
and familiarize them with the need 
for and availability of a home-deliv-

A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bunk administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling in donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center in 
Northbrook. which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said. "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood. 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low. 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed into 
components. Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postive and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman.

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High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (LTD - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held Ihiil a married woman who 
wants to terminate a pregiuncy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Harry A. Blackmun. who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


The vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White. 
William H. Rchnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by giving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of an unmarried pregnant girj 
have constitutional rights separate 
from hers, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and bis minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit." 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental Involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasized that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy. He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT, Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective husband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and devetoment of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship In our society." 


But. he said, "It is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
. . . will be achieved by giving the 
husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all." 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail. 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's interest in hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life." 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called (he ruling "sadly mistak- 
en." Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans to "cry out" against it. 


But Ally. Roy Locas of Washington, 


who argued a Massachusetts case in- 
volving unwed minors, said the deci- 
sion should eliminate many efforts to 
circumvent the 1973 ruling.

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds of 
complaints from persons who do not know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble. 


U.8. funds paid Chicago 


A judge authorized the release to the city of Chicago Thursday of 


nearly $19 million in federal revenue sharing funds, ending an em- 
bargo on federal funds imposed because of alleged discrimination 
in police hiring procedures. U. S. District Court Judge Prentice H. 
Marshall said the city "just made it" in meeting the timetable he 
had set for compliance with his hiring guidelines. Mayor Richard J. 
Daley said he was "grateful and thankful" for the money but reite- 
rated he felt the judge was wrong to impose racial quotas.

Langford lost to Washington, who calls himself an "organization 
liberal." by about 2,000 votes in the March 16 primary election for 
the state senate in the mostly black 2th District.

Illinois hriefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U.S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion law. an American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft .said she assumes the local court will strike 
down all provisions of Illinois' law which are identical to the Mis- 
souri law. She said Irm Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make its ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman must obtain her husband's con- 


sent before getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
must have consent of one parent. The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method. All (hose provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a ruling on a Missouri abortion law. 


There are some major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which is completely different from that in the 
Missouri law. A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal. 


I killed in Joliet plane crash 


A twin-engine Pipcr-Comanche trying to land at the Joliet Munici- 


pal Airport crashed late Thursday, killing all four persons on 
board. Will County Coroner Walter Blood said one of the victims 
died at the scene of the crash, about a quarter-mile northwest of the 
runway. The other three died at St. Joseph Hospital, he said. Blood 
said he had identified three of the victims as being from the Argo 
area but was withholding identities pending notification of relatives. 
An FAA spokesman said the crash occurred at about 5:45 p.m.

In answer to a direct question, how- 


ever, Carter avoided saying whether 
Stevenson, considered Daley's person- 
al choice for the vice presidency, is 
one of the leading candidates to be- 
come his running mate. 


DURING THE RECEPTION Carter 


said Stevenson "obviously is well 
qualified to be vice president or presi- 
dent." However, he explained he will 
begin meeting with possible vice pres- 
idential candidates this weekend and 
said "I won't say whether I will meet 
with Sen. Stevenson1 or with any other 
particular person." 


The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner 
when Hewlett reminded the audience

ry M. Eils said Thursday the mos- 
quito "crop" is expected to emerge by 
mid-July. Ho said the Insects tend to 
como out of the ground during the 
warmer weather about 21 days after a 
heavy rain liko the one that drenched 
the Northwest suburbs last week. 


One trap, set by the Northwest Mos- 


. quito Abatement District, is at 117 S. 
Elmhurst Ave. The village contracted 
with the Clarke Outdoor Spraying Co. 
of Roselle to set a second trap at 1100 
Barberry Ln.

1970, raid anyway because aeril pho- 
tos suggested someone might still be 
there. 


Schemmor. who said he interviewed 


men who took part in the raid, POWs. 
and Intelligence sources, said none of 
the volunteer commandos knew the 
camp might bo empty and, in any 
event, most of them were landed by 
helicopter at a heavily guarded an- 
tiaircraft training school 600 yards 
away. 


"The largest part of the raiding 


force landed there by nustako and 
killed 100 to 200 Russian or Chinese 
troops in • preemptive strike that left 
the nchool — tho raid's ground com- 
mander told me — 'blazing like a ro- 
man candle,' " Schemmer told UPI. 


He said the commandos, in the hcnt 


of Uw battle, could not tell positively

down every door in the deserted POW 
camp 23 miles west of Hanoi only to 
find no one there.

"IT'S A LIGHT TRAP operated 


three nights a week," Eils explained. 
"It attracts the mosquitos and we're 
able to count and identify them. The 
numbers have been pretty low." 


Since the traps were set in June, 


three different species of mosquitos 
have been collected — the carrier of 
the encephalitis virus and two others 
that basically are nuisance insects. 


Eils said the Culex is common 


among mosquito populations. "It's a 
normal inhabitant of this area," ho 
said. "Encephalitis is endemic in the 
bird population. When the mosquito 
bites the bird, it moves from the bird 
to the mosquito and then to man. If 
encephalitis is not present in the birds, 
we won't have the same problem we 
did last year." 


There were three cases of encepha- 


litis, two confirmed and one sus- 
pected, recorded last year in Mount 
Prospect. The Illinois Dept. of Public 
Health and Safety said symptoms of 
the illness include fever or tempera- 
ture of 100 degrees or more, change in 
consciousness, paralysis, convulsions 
or shaking. 


R e s i d e n t s can keep mosquito 


swarms to a minimum by avoiding 
large buildups of water. Items left 
outside that may accumulate wa- 
ter should be emptied 
regularly, 


Eils said. For example, he added, 
"Gutters should be cleaned and bird 
feeders should be changed every 
week."

Lack of blood for hospitals feared 


by KURT BAER 


A Chicago-area blood shortage has 


prompted calls for more donors and 
has blood bank administrators worry- 
ing whether there will be enough 
blood to meet the needs of hospitals 
over the Fourth of July weekend. 


"We're hanging in there but only 


because we've been calling in donors. 
I'm very concerned about the coming 
weekend," said Dan Connor, director 
of North Suburban Blood Center In 
Northbrook. which supplies blood to 10 
hospitals, including the four in the 


Northwest suburbs. 


"There's no way to predict what 


kind of demand there will be over the 
weekend. But we've got donor hours 
scheduled both today and Saturday 
with blood technicians coming in on 
the Fourth to process whatever we 
collect. We're that concerned," he 
said. 


Blood supplies are traditionally low 


around holiday periods. The supply 
situation in Chicago is generally more 
critical than in te suburbs. 


"WE'VE HAD LOTS of calls for 


help from around the Chicago area," 
Connor said. "We are trying to help 
them out, especially when it's a life or 
death situation." 


Blood bank directors at all four 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
that the supply situation was tight. 
But none said they had been forced to 
cancel or postpone surgery because of 
a lack of blood. 


A spokesman for the Cooperative 


Blood Replacement Program which 
has issued two "blood alerts" in the 
past two weeks, said that by July 6, 


supplies of fresh blood will be very 
low. 


Although blood has a shelf life of 21 


days, fresh blood is important be- 
cause it is needed for baby trans- 
fusions and can be processed into 
components Especially short supplies 
of blood types 0 positive and negative 
and B postive and negative were re- 
ported by the Cooperative Blood Re- 
placement spokesman. 


"Overall we seem to have an ade- 


quate supply of blood, but with the

Book stock 
at library 
called low 


The 80,000 adult and juvenile books 


in the Mount Prospect Public Library 
are 
substantially below 
inventory 


standards set by the American Li- 
brary Assn., head librarian Mary Jo 
Hutchings said Thursday. 


Mrs. Hutchings said the average 


number of books kept by libraries na- 
tionwide should be 3.5 per person. 
"We're so far behind," she said. 
"Based on our own population, we 
should have 171,413 books, although 
150,000 would be a workable number." 


The library, 14 E. Busse Ave., owns 


less than 1.5 books for each of the ap- 
proximately 49,000 village residents. 
And because of an anticipated short- 
age of funds for operating the new li- 
brary facility at Mam Street and Cen- 
tral Road, no new books have been 
purchased since April. The $3.2 mil- 
lion structure, about four times larger 
than the old library, is scheduled to 
open in October. 


Mrs. Hutchings does not 
favor 


the gradual buildup of the library's 
book collection once the move takes 
place, as has been suggested by sev- 
eral village officials. 


"We'd want to update it as quickly 


as possible to alleviate reciprocal bor- 
rowing problems and continue to give 
the most efficient service," she said. 


LIBRARY BOARD Pres. John W. 


A. Parsons has said neighboring li- 
braries soon may threaten to prevent 
Mount Prospect residents from bor- 
rowing their books because it is cost- 
ing them too much. 


The library has a weak selection of 


basic materials in history, travel and 
science, Mrs. Hutchings said. She said 
purchasing new releases would not re- 
lieve the book shortage, however. 
"We do not necessarily have to buy 
the most current books," she said. 
"But we should be maintaining the 
standards." 


Parsons, in informing trustees of 


the lack of books in the village, cited 
five neighboring municipalities whose 
library inventories are up to par. 
They are Arlington Heights, 176,000 
books; Schaumburg, 103,000 books; 
Glenview, 106,000 books; Des Plaines, 
97,000 books; and Park Ridge, 93,000 
books. 


DESPITE HAVING the least num- 


ber of books, the Mount Prospect li- 
brary's circulation costs are the low-

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.High court extends abortion rights to unwed minors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A divided 


Supreme Court Thursday extended 
abortion rights to unwed minors and 
held that a married woman who 
wants to terminate a pregnancy can- 
not be forced to obtain her husband's 
consent. 


The opinion was written by Justice 


Harry A. BUtckmun, who authored the 
1973 decision drastically curbing state 
power to regulate abortions generally. 
He struck down the major provisions 
of a subsequently enacted Missouri 
law. 


Tbt vote was 5 to 4 on parental con- 


sent, with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Byron R. White, 
William H. Rchnquist and John Paul 
Stevens dissenting. 


THE VOTE WAS 6 to 3 on the ques- 


tion of spousal consent with Blackmun 
saying nothing would be accomplished 
in strengthening a marriage by (riving 
the husband "veto power" over hav- 
ing children. 


Blackmun rejected arguments that 


parents of on unmarried pregnant girl 
have constitutional rights separate 
from ben, such as a right to promote 


and preserve the family. 


He said one cannot conclude that 


"providing a parent with absolute 
power to overrule a determination 
made by the physician and his minor 
patient to terminate the patient's 
pregnancy will serve to strengthen 
the family unit." 


Dissenters said the decision should 


mean parental involvement the same 
as for other important decisions in a 
young person's life. 


Blackmun emphasiied that the deci- 


sion does not mean every minor, re- 


gardless of age or maturity, may give 
effective consent to terminate a preg- 
nancy. He said the blanket nature of 
Missouri's law is its chief fault. 


ON SPOUSAL CONSENT. Black- 


mun said, "We are not unaware of the 
deep and proper concern and interest 
that a devoted and protective hatband 
has in his wife's pregnancy and in the 
growth and develomen! of the fetus 
she is carrying. 


"Neither has this court failed to ap- 


preciate the importance of the marital 
relationship in our society." 


But, he said, "H is difficult to be- 


lieve that the goal of fostering mu- 
tuality and trust in a marriage, and of 
strengthening the marital relationship 
. . . will be achieved by giving the 
husband a veto power exercisable for 
any reason whatsoever or for no rea- 
son at all." 


Since it is obvious the view of only 


one marriage partner can prevail, 
and it is the woman who physically 
bears the child, "the balance weighs 
in her favor," Blackmun said. 


Dissenters Burger, White and Rehm- 


quist said "A father's Interest In hav- 


ing a child — perhaps his only child 
— may be unmatched by any other 
interest in his life." 


The nation's Roman Catholic bish- 


ops called the ruling "sadly mistak- 
en." Ellen McCormack, the anti-abor- 
tion candidate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, urged Ameri- 
cans to "cry out" against IL 


But Atty. Roy Locas of Washington, 


who argued a Massachusetts case In- 
volving unwed minors, said the deci- 
sion should eliminate many efforts to 
circumvent the 1173 ruling.

State probes cash 
paid travel agency 


The Illinois Attorney General's office sought Thursday to find out 


what happened to down payments made by about 3,000 travelers 
who booked trips through the Bon Voyage Travel Agency Inc., 
which has filed for bankruptcy. Howard Kaufman, chief of the 
Consumer Fraud Division, said his office has received hundreds of 
complaints from persons who do riot know if their payments went 
toward securing airline and hotel reservations. Bon Voyage, which 
has 19 offices in the Chicago area and one in California, had pro- 
posed merging with the worldwide Thomas Cook Travel Agency. 
The merger fell through last week, Kaufman said, when an audit 
showed that Bon Voyage was in financial trouble. 


U.S. funds paid Chicago 


A judge authorized the release to the city of Chicago Thursday of 


nearly $10 million in federal revenue sharing funds, ending an em- 
bargo on federal funds imposed because of alleged discrimination 
in police hiring procedures.

Illinois briefs 
U.S. abortion rule 
may affect law here 


A U S. Supreme Court decision handed down Thursday striking 


several provisions of a Missouri abortion law may affect Illinois' 
new abortion law, an American Civil Liberties Union attorney said 
Thursday. The Illinois law was in effect only a few days last year 
before opponents obtained a temporary court order blocking it. 
Atty. Lois Lipton Kraft said she assumes the local court will strike 
down all provisions of Illinois' law which arc identical to the Mis- 
souri law She said the Chicago court has been waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision before ruling o nthe Illinois law, and now 
could make it.s ruling as early as next month. 


Under the Illinois law, a woman mast obtain her husband's con- 


sent before getting an abortion, and unmarried women under age 18 
mubt have con^nt of one parent The law also outlawed abortions 
done by the saline method. All those provisions were struck down 
by the high court Thursday in a rtilmj; on a Missouri abortion law. 


There are soroe major differences between the Illinois and Mis- 


souri laws, however. The Illinois statute has a more elaborate con- 
sent procedure which requires that a doctor describe to the patient 
the physical competency of the fetus. It also contains a definition of 
criminal abortion, which is completely different from that in the 
Missouri law. A preface to the Illinois statute essentially says a 
fetus is a human being from the moment of conception, and makes 
it a crime to advocate anything illegal.

pal Airport crashed late Thursday, killing all four persons on 
board. Will County Coroner Walter Blood said one of the victims 
died at the scene of the crash, about a quarter-mile northwest of the 
runway The other three died at St. Joseph Hospital, he said. Blood 
said he had identified three of the victims as being from the Argo 
area but was withholding identities pending notification of relatives. 
An FAA spokesman said the crash occurred at about 5:45 p.m.

Carter evades questions 
on runningmate issue

The almost 
certain 
Democratic 


presidential candidate Jimmy Carter 
managed to dodge the question of 
whether Illinois Sen. Adlai Stevenson 
is his choice for vice president, de- 
spite some broad hints from Chicago 
party leaders Thursday. 


During a $500-a-person fund-raising 


reception for himself — which added 
$140,000 to his campaign war chest — 
and later at a $100-a-plate dinner for 
gubernatorial 
candidate 
Michael 


Howlett, Carter lavishly praised Illi- 
nois Democrats and particularly Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


In answer to a direct question, how- 


ever, Carter avoided saying whether 
Stevenson, considered Daley's person- 
al choice for the vice presidency, is 
one of the leading candidates to be- 
come his running mate. 


DURING THE RECEPTION Carter 


said Stevenson "obviously is well 
qualified to be vice president or presi- 
dent." However, he explained he will 
begin meeting with possible vice pres- 
idential candidates this weekend and 
said "I won't say whether I will meet 
with Sen. Stevenson or with any other 
particular person." 


The vice presidency came up again 


during Hewlett's fundraising dinner 
when Howlett reminded the audience 
that 
Stevenson's 
great-grandfather 


was vice president. Howlett said, "I 
only said that Adlai, because we ex- 
pect bigger things from you." 


In his own speech at the Howlett 


dinner, Stevenson praised Carter as a . 
man who will "close the divisions in 
our nation and will bring us together 
as a people." 


He told Carter, "We as the demo- 


crats of Illinois plan to make you our 
president." 


In his own dinner speech, Carter 


said he will follow Daley's example in 
working for party unity. He said, "I 
learned a lot from Mayor Daley. I 
saw in 1972 when the party was split, 
when the Illinois delegation was not 
even seated at the convention, that af- 
ter the convention there was a re- 
markable demonstration of unselfish- 
ness and party unity. Chicago was the 
only major city in the country that 
voted for George McGovern (1972 
Democratic candidate for president)." 


DURING THE reception and the 


dinner, Carter told supporters he will 
avoid "the one mistake that could be 
fatal to our campaign — over- 
confidence — taking any state or any 
single voter for granted." 


Carter said he believes "I have the 


a b i l i t y to understand the con- 
sciousness of the country. We have 
been hurt deeply by Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia, Watergate and the CIA, but the 
spirit of the country is still there." 


Carter told those attending his re- 


ception that the money raised there 
will mean that he can end his fund- 
raising efforts. 


"This will pay all my debts," he 


said. "We'll have enough for the cam- 
paign, but I will need your help and 
support later as we campaign."
